A Quartett at the House of Goethe. 
TRANSLATED BY JOSEPH SINGER FROM THE GER- 
MAN OF J. C. LOBE. 

It wasin the beginning of November, in the 
year 1821, that four members of the Weimar 
court-orchestra (Music-Director Goetze, first vio- 
lin ; Amad. Mueller, second violin ; Haase, ’cello ; 
and the writer of these lines, viola), engaged to 
meet atthe Privy-Councillor Goethe’s, were, by a 
servant, ushered into the well-known front room. 
Stands prepared for us occupied a place by the 
grand piano. Upon the instrument there lay a 
bundle of manuscript music. Curious, as I 
always have been and am yet, in these matters, | 
turned over the pages and read, ‘Studies in 
Double-Counterpoint ;” another part was 
inscribed, ‘‘ Fugues:” a third, “Canons.” Then 
came “Quartett for piano, with accompani- 
ment for violins, viola, and ’cello.” Under each 
inscription stood the name 

‘* FELIX MENDELSSOHN-BARTEOLDY.” 
The potes were written in a firm, gracefu 
hand, and, as far as I conld observe at a hasty 
glance, manifested the handling of a thoroughly- 
educated artist. The name Mendelssohn, as 
musician, was unknown to us, 
While we were preparatorily tuning our instru- 
ments to the piano, a tall man entered, who, 
according to his stiff military deportment, might 
have been some officer. To me, however, he 
was not strange. I had visited him the year be- 
forein Berlin. It was Prof. Zelter, the famed 
Director of the Berlin Singing Academy, Goethe's 
true friend and crony. 
He greeted us pleasantly, and me as “old ac- 
quaintance.” “I have, gentlemen,” he began, 
“to beg afavor of you. You will become ac- 
quainted with a 12-year-old lad, my pupil, Felix 
Mendelssohn-Bartholdy. His technical finish as 
pianist, and still more his talent in composition, 
will probably transport you into enthusiasm. 
Now, the boy is of a peculiar na- 
ture. All the dilettante applayse has 
no effect upon him; but the judgment 
of musicians he listens to eagerly, and accepts 
every word as bright, genuine coin ; because the 
boy is yet too inexperienced to properly decide 
between good-natured encouragement and a 
fairly-earned recognition. Therefore, gentle- 
men, if yon should become excited te a song of 
raise, which I always desire and fear, conduct 
it ina moderate tempo, not too noisily instru- 
mented, and in C major, the dullest of all keys. 
Thns far I have protected him from vavity and 
conceit, those cursed enemies of all artistic 
progress.” 
Ere we could reply to this somewhat singular 
speech, 
FELIX CAME BOUNDING IN. 
A handsome, blooming boy, with decidedly Jew- 
ish cast of fentures slender and supple, black 
curls descending to his neck. Soul and life 
sparkled from his eves. He eyed us cnurionsly 
for a moment, and then, trustingly, and in a 
friendly way, shook hands with us like old ac- 
quaintances, 
Witb Felix, Goethe also entered, genially an- 
swering our reverential Lows. ‘‘ My friend,” 
said he, pointing to Zelter, “has brought with 
bima young Berliner who this day surprised 
us greatly as virtuoro. Now we are to know 
hin as composer, for which I beg your assist- 
ance. Now let us hear. my child, what your 
young head has produced.”’ During these words, 
Goethe stroked the long hair of the boy. 
Without more delay he divided the parts, took 
the principal one, and seated himself hastily at 
the piano. Zelter stood behind Felix to turn the 
leaves, Goethe a few steps on one side, bis hands 
behind his back. The little composer cast a 
fiery glance atus; we raised the bow; and, ata 
motion of his curly head, the play began. 
Goethe heard all parts with the most intense 
attention, witbout making any other special re- 
mark than an occasional ‘‘ Good” after a part, 
or ‘* Excellent,” which he accompanied by an ap- 
proviag, friendly nod. Considering Zelter's 
warning, we also manifested to the boy, whose 
face, during the progress of his play, reddened 
more and more, our approbation only in glad- 
dened looks. 
As the last part came to an end, Felix sprang 
from his seat, and 
QUESTIONINGLY EXAMINED OUR FACES 
in turn. He desired to hear something of his 
work. Goethe, however, took the word, prob- 
ably instructed by Zelter, and said to Felix, 
“Bravely done, my son! 6 faces of these 
gentlemen [pointing to us) speak plainly enough 
that your product has pleased them rirht well. 
Now, go down in the garden, where you are 
awaited ; take a respite, and cool yourself off, 
for you burn like a flame.” 
. Without more ado, the boy rushed out of the 

oor. 

As we fastened our looks inquiringly upon 
Goethe, to ascertain whether we were released, 
he said: ‘* Remain yet a little while, gentle- 
men; my friendand I wieh to discover your 
views upon the child’s composition.” 

Upon this there ensued a long conversation, 
whose special course I cannot indicate after so 
many years as, alas! I cannot discover aught 
concerniog it in my diary. Some expressions 
have nevertheless remained in my memory, as 
my closer relations to Mendelssohn im after 
times gaveé frequent occasion to recollect that 
first meeting. 

Goethe deplored that we only learned to know 
the little one through his quartette-playing. 
‘* Musical prodigies,” said be, * with regard to 
technical finish, are nowadays not @o rare ; but 
what this little man accomplishes in

borders on the miraculous, andI did not deem 
it yee for one of such an age.” 

“* And you heart Mozart in Frankfort, in his 
Tth year !” said Péter.

But 
what your pupil even now accomplishes I can 
compare to Mozart’s achievements at that ave as 
the developed speech of a grown person is to the 
prattling of a child.” 
_ “ At all events,” said Zelter, laughingly, “as 
itregards finger-work, the concertos with which 
Mozart in his time amazed the world Felix exe- 
cutes at sight as easy child’s play, and without 
missing a note. But that meny others can now 
do. I concern myself about his creative talent.” 
Turning to us: ‘* What is your opinion of his 
quartett-composition ?” 

Upon our side the full ¢onviction was ex- 
pressed that Felix produced much more inde- 
pendent thought than Mozart did at the same 
age, who, at that time, did not invent; aught, but 
gave ciever imitations of other music, Upon 
this we should be permitted to infer that. in this 
boy, the world would receive a sevond Mozart in 
an improved edition; and the stirér as he reveled 
in good health, and al/ his external circumstances 
were 80 favorable. 

‘* May it be so!” said Goethe. “ But who can 
tell how a soul can develop itself in its career ?

What 
teachers do Raphael, Michael Angelo, Haydn, 
Mozart, aud all other remarkable masters, thank 
for their immortal creations ?” 

‘** Truly,” said Zelter, “many have begun like 
Mozart, but mone ve clim to his 
height. [Beethoven was not mentioned, 
so we did not call up his pame. 
Felix has imagination, feeling, and a soun 
technique, each in eminent degree; be has al- 
ways good, sometimes charming, though nothing 
more than childish thonghts; but, for the pres- 
ent, it is only pleasant music that yet crawls 
about the earth; the omnes of genius does 
not yet penetrate it. Concerning this, I am not 
deceived; do you not think s0, gentlemen?” 
We assented; but I added; ~*‘ But, in Mozart’s 
early compositions, this language was not to be 
detected.’ 

Here I allowed myself the question, if this 
entire quartett, as we heard it, originated from 
the little fellow? “ Yes, yes,” answered Zelter, 
—*‘* all autographic, and

What you have heard he brings novw completed, 
without assistance. I know well how most 
teachers behave.

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Nora Perry’s Pocms. 
Cerrespondence of T'he Chicago Tribune, 
Bostos, Oct, 12, 1874, 
Some fifteen years ago, in one of the earlier 
volumes of the Atlantic Monthly, appeared a 
poem entitled 
‘‘arTER THE BALL,” 
which told a pretty, semi-jathetic story so un- 
commonly well that the papers instantly copied 
it allover thecountry. In those days the names 
of AWanlic contributors were carefully conceal- 
ed; sothé poem figured as anonymous fora 
time. By-and-by the author's name, Nora Perry, 
was connected with it; but to many that seemed 
only changing anonymous to pseudonymous. 
Of course, Nora Perry was not her real name, 
any more than Lucy Larcom was the bona-fide 
name of the writer who published over that sig- 
nature. The guess was wrong; both names 
were genuine, and their owners wear them still,

and a large circle of readers is wel! 
pleased to see their names in magazine or 
weekly. Miss Larcom, a few years ago, gathered 
into a book the poems she had previously writ- 
ten; and though—like most volumes of poetry 
—it had a limited sale, it gained hearty com- 
mendation from Whittier, and won the right to 
aplace of honor in houseiold-libraries by ites 
purity and sweetness, its tender sympathy and 
sincere religious spirit. 
MISS PERRY'S POEMS 
are shortly to be issued ina volume by Osgood 
& Co. The popularity of the poem above refer- 
red to has procured for the book the title 
** After the Bali, and Other Poems.” Somehow, 
in reading them, one feels surrounded by hum- 
ming-birds, flowers, lasses who wouldn’t be at 
all hurt, but would blush very prettily, if certain 
laddies shoula happen along; an occasional 
knight gorgeously equipped fora tilt in bis lady's 
honor, and riding by in the courtliest fashion; a 
flutter of ribbons coquetting around dim- 
pling cheeks, and other gay fancies. Yet 
there are graver themes, treated with 
becoming gravity and with a thoughtful- 
ness wuich betrays much serious reflec- 
tion and speculation upon the deeper and sadder 
experiences of hfe. And, indeed, her merry 
verses are not frivolous or flippant. They are 
not nonsense, by any means; but sparkling, 
rosy-cheeked, laughing, dancing sense. And 
the bearded critic who would speak harshly of it 
should be shaven an@ shorn very short, and put 
at the hardest of monk’s work in the dismalest 
of monasteries, 
Miss Perry writes of love’s chances, and little 
hits and misses, its coquetries and wondecful 
surprises, its peeping round the corner and get- 
ting kissed for its roguish impertinence, aud all 
hat sort of thing, as if she had been a verv 
careful observer, or possibly—who knows ?—bad 
herself taken a little hand in the marvelously- 
pleasant game.

The Woman’s Temperance Society of Chicago 
held a mass-meeting yesterday evening in the 


Sbe hardl esticulates at all, her ac- 
cent m7 somewhat aeuuling. with a Bostoniau 

tion of the letter ‘‘ A” in such words 
as can’t, masier, etc., but, for all that, she is 
rather attractive as a talker. 

Mrs. Howe, like most ladies, has a habit of 
talking rizht along, without paying much atten- 
to long periods. Sne announced that: she was 

but bad much pleasure in address- 
ing the Society. She would endeavor to talk on 
metaphysics, which she did, much tothe bewil- 
derment of most of the reporters, who are basely 
non-philosophical. She believed the different 
writers on philosophy, commencing with Plato. 
to whom she, in a most singuiar but perfectly 
satisfactory manner, linked St. Paul. she admired 
the latter’s style. Hie and the old Greek were 
spiriis, and, to properly undersiand 

Paul, Plato should first be studied. 

Then she expatiated on German philosophy. 
el, she said. was wonderful, but very incom- 
ensible. He talked, or rather wrote, above 
masses. Could he only be reduced to plain 

words anc untaught theories, be would be per- 
fect. Spinoza was a obetier stvie, but 
Kant was her favorite, although the little, 
crabbed old man said that women should not 
study philosopixy. Stil], Kant bad done so much 
for humanity she was willivg to kiss the rod that 
scourged her sex. 

Mrs. Howe had also something te sav relative 
to Swedenbdorg. He was rather rbapsodica!,— 
dreamy, in fact. Christianity was the best 
philosophy, for it cultivated the noble, uncon- 

uerable human soul, which defied almost every- 
ing to obscure its immortality. 

She did not know that she had much to say 
relative to Scotch metaphysisis, and she was 
free to acknowledge it took a life-time to begin 
to comprehend the graud science of philosop'y. 

Afier this the talented lady sailed intoa kit oP 
mystic sea where reporters could bardly hope t 
swim. She talked as if in revery, and reminded 
ome of Ik Marvel; but she was very | 
pleasant indeed—a kind of intellectual som- | 
nambulist. She related some things relative | 
to persons who were called Trancendentalists iv | 
Boston during her youth, such as Margaret Ful- | 
ler, Emerson, Everett, and others, and made the 
audience laugh oceasionally. She believed there 
wae a third party ip evervthing, 

The rest of the discourse was made up of ex- 

ces, very hard to take down in writing, 

ut very entertaining to the audience, no doubt, 

as nobody vawned, bawked, sneezed, or other- 

wise violated the rules of the Philosophical So-

cause. It was their duty to cali upon all men, 
and not to feel disheartened at a refusial to sign. 
If a reason was asked from them why the pledge 
should be signed they should adduce argumeuts 
showing the evil effects cf drinking. They 
shouid not rest here, however, ‘They should zo 
to the legislators, who as intelligent men wou'd 
acqueisce in their demands for the promotion 
of tempeiance. They could spread temperance 
tracts abroad with a cercainty of good result. The 
vice of intemperance had «(lone more to fill poor- 
houses and insane asylums than any other 
It was necessary for the ladies of Chi-

MISY F. W. HARPER, 
a colored lady from Philadelohia, said it was the 
duty of every woman to make au inner resolve 
to tight against intemperance. They should see 
that the men of their acquaiutance led temper- 
ate lives. It was for them to take a firm position 
against intemperance, and if they made a good 
staud they could accomplish grand results. 
MRS. CHURCHILL, 
of Rhode Island, said she bad one or two ideas 
on the subject of temperance, but would ask to 
be excused if her address was rather rambling. 
It had been claimed ina Chicago paper that 
women did not know enough to vdte. Perhaps 
that paper was right, but the speaker thought as 
had been expressed in one of George Eliot's 
novels, that the women were made to match the 
men.

At any rate, the speaker 
would not take the position of the 
French philosopher, who claimed that woman 
was the wiser, and gave as a reason for thet wis- 
dom that, while Adam delayed to bite the apple, 
Eve buried her white teeth into -jf and got a tif- 
teen minutes’ advantage O¥¢; Adam of the re- 
sulta of partaking of the tree of knowledge. 
Mrs. ome young laiies to use 
their utmost eydegyorg to keep the young men 
from indulging in the drinking of strong bev- 
erages,._ - 
ft MRS. MALLOY 
ke upon the result of the Indiana election. 
She said they had relied upon the Baxter Tem- 
perance law as their great hope for success in 
their fight against the great evil. A very differ- 
ent resu!t would have been obtained if women 
had had a voice in the election. The liquor- 
dealers had not opposed the law, because they 
thought it would have no effect, but when they 
saw that the women hadtheir heart in the 
movement they decided that it should be abolish- 
ed. ‘The women had come and pu; their 
shoulders to the wheel. They had not enlisted 
for six months or a year—they had cniisted 
for the war. They would not grumble 
about onlv getting $lb a month, because they 
were working for nothing. Tne speaker drew a 
very vivid and painful picture of tae evils of 
intemperance. 
MRS. LIVERMORE, 
President of the Woman’s Congress, addressed 
the meetiog, the opening of her speech being 
directed towards a comparison of the sexes. 
She asked the audience what the result would 
be if the saloons of Chicago weie turown open 
to the women of Chicago to go there without 
danger, and have all they called for. With the 
exception of a few forei women, the 
invitation would be totally disregarded. 
The pleasure and delirium of driaking 
belonged ail to the men, the dregs and pain aris- 
ing from it belonged to the women. They should 
remember that prevention was better than cure. 
They should remember that to feed children 
when restless with a whisky tipple was to lay the 
foundation of a drunkard’s grave. The speaker 
said that she read in Tue CaicaGo TRIBUNE more 
news about Boston than she was ever able to find 
in the Boston papers. What would 
people think if they read in Tue Tars- 
UNE that at Boston a number of ladies had 
indulged at a ladies’ club io peer a am 
drunk, in fact? What would they think if a 
number of stujents of Vassar College had done 
so? It would convulse the whole country. Yet 
every day accounts were had of masculine or- 
gies. The best work which had been accom- 
plished by women of late bad been the manu- 
tacturing of a healthy sentiment against intem- 
perance ; but the victory would not come within 
the lives of any now living. The evil 
was too firmly rooted to aliow of 
a victory so soon. Thus those who 
engaged in the crusade against intemperance 
should remember that th®ir labor was a life 
work. The speaker showed that the men of 
America spent $600,000,000 more in whisky than 
they spevt in the ordinary necessaries of life of 
themselves and families. 
After speeches by one or two other ladies, the 
meeting adjourned.

It is simple work, not difli- 
cult¢o learn, and therfore a pew hand can do 
immediate service at it. Those who bave worked 
at it a long time, of course, acquire a machine- 
like dexterity and expertnpess in manipulation. 
After the wood-work has. been sbaped iuto the 
proper forma, it is turned over to these weavers, 
who place it ip a vise, and then take « long slip 
of cane, or reed, which is pushed through the 
holes, and woven in and out, forming the mesh- 
es. ter this work is completed, tne 1eeds are 
tied, or clamyed, by a piece of wood which fits 
over them, and the chair-bot!om is done. 

lt was quite a relief avd pleasure to watch 
these prison apprentices at their work. The 
Spirit of industry was as present here as in any 
well-regulated factory in the land. A certain 
rivalry in the work also seemed ¢o exist, aud 
there were two or three workmen whose 
rapidity of execution of the eccentric 
motion required was really astonishing, 
It soon came out that they were buviing their 
liberty again by this means, and then it became 
perfectly ciear to the assembled party why they 
worked so hard and cleverly. The dignified 
Alcerman to whom everybody looked spovtane- 
ously for an expression of the sentim'snt proper 
to every occasion remarked that there was noth- 
ing like self-interest to move a person’s fingers. 
No ove ventured to dispute the oracle, and so 
the matter was made clear, but it is nvvertheleas 
true that when some of these poor creatures are 
loore for a few duys in that sweet air of freedom 
80 higbly prized, for very lack of something to 
eat, and someilung to do, and some one to 
speak a word of feiiowship witb, they fall 
into bad ways again, and hasten buck to the 
prison, finding disgrace more endurable than 
liberty at the expense of all humar sympathy, 
and confessing after all that labor has a reward 
all its own.

This 
was stirred with a gigauucic ladle in the bands of 
a red-faced, corpulent cook incased ip a 
long white apron that made him look 
like an apimated sack of meal. It was 
such a pot as reminded one of the witches’ cal- 
dron, and it boiled and bubbled, sending forth a 
not unsavory sme!! of vegetables, but looking as 
though it were full of trouble for deiicate stom- 
achs. The party were asked to partake, but, 
with blind pi arty Ba declined. The culinary de- 
pa:tment, like everything else about the institu- 
tion, 18 a marvel of tidiness and cleanliness. 
Tbe long rows of tin platters shone from contin- 
ued pollshing. The tin cups trom which the 
prisoners drink their coffee also tried to imitate 


them, and on'y failed for lack of sufficient sur- | 


face. ‘The different cooks and waiters were at- 
tired in similar disproportionate aprons and 
wore white papercaps on their heads. There 
was no.hing about the estabiishment in fact but 
what was frest and eppetizing, and reflected high 
credit upon the personin charge, whoever he 
may be. , 

After picking at a loaf of bread as though it 
were a Datural curiosity, to be tested with ex- 
treme caution, the party wae next Jed into the 
open air to tae rear of the building, the Snu- 
perintendent again going through the myste- 
rious mathematical calcuiatiou, which everybody 
understood, but which everybody pretended not 
to notice. Tbe party being found numerically 
complete,—aud it ought to have been mentioned 
before that it had some way gathered recruits, 
and drawn in volunteers from unexpected sources,

THE SCENE OUTSIDE 

was an unexpected, but interesting one. The 
land owned bytbe city, and used in the labors 
of toe House of Correction, comprises several 
hundred acres. Spread over this in every direc- 
tion were many hundred iaborers in tbe vario 1s 
occupa.ions of making brick, building a large 
stone wallon the outskirts, digging ciay, teamn- 
ing, bricklaying, etc, 

Lhe process of brick-making alone required a 
large share o! the workmen, who were all attired 
in the prison-dress. In one place a number of 
them were operating the grinding mil!s, in which 
horse-power is used. ‘Tue clay itvelf is dug upon 
the premises, and the first precess is to run it 
through this miii, which reduces it to a fine 
mixture, like puip.

From here they are taken to 
the kiln in ano.her part of the grounds, which 
employs stil another large gang of workmen, 
and baked.

Extent of Chicago Business in 
That Article.

California Fruits. 


Few of those who make the morning round of 
South Water street in quest of their daily allow- 
ance of fruit bave the faintest idea of the im- 
portance of Chicago asa fruit market, or of the 
exteat of territory which is levied upon to supply 
the ever-increasing demand of the Chicago 
trade. The present season has witnessed a more 
bountiful supply and 

THE FINEST DISPLAY 

of fruits of various kinds than has been seen 
for many a year. In baskets and in boxes ; in 
bariels and in crates ; piled in gracefully-shaped 
pyramids, orscattered m picturesque confusion: 
the biusuing peach, in its basket-shaped house 
of willow, has smiled a genial welcome to her 
rosy-cheeked neighbors, the apple and the pear ; 
crimson-blue plumbs peeped coquettishly out on 
heaps of golden quinces ; while great clusters of 
purple grapes held friendly converse with their 
more diminutive rivals, the rich and dainty 
berry. 

To show the enormous extent of the trade in 
fruits of various kiuds which bas grown up so 
rapidly in our midst, is the intention of this arti- 
cle. It has been found exceedingly difficult, if 
not altogether impossible, to obtain statistics 
which are eatirely perfect ; but, from such data 
as were collected, it can be shown that, asa 
market for fruit, Chicago ackuowledges but one 
peer, and that w# New York City ; and, in the item 
of California fruits, Chicago stands absolutely 
without a rival. 

Most of the commission-houses haodling fruit 
are located on South Water street, which is 

THE BEE-HIVE OF CHICAGO. 
The street is built up solidly aud substantially, 
and for a distapce of four blocas, extending from 
Wells to Stace street, on both sides of the street, 
there are, with but one or two exceptions, no 
bouses not handling fruit to a greater or less ex- 
tent. The street is jammed with teams and the 
sidewalk crowded with foot-;assepgers from 6 


| o'clock im the morning until7 at night. Revts 


in this locality are higher thao in any 
other portion of Chicago, cach foot front 
biinging an anbual rental of $150. 
Besides the houses on this § sireet, 


there are about twenty-five each on West Lake 
and Kiuzie streets, aod quite a number on South 
Water, outside of the limits given above, mak- 
ing a total of 250 firms doing a commission busi- 
ness Only. VUutside of these, who may be called 
the regular dealers, are what are termed, in the 
parlance of the street, “ sidewalk men ;” that 
ix, persons who with but little capital buy of the 
‘regulars in small lote, rent so many fect 
front on the sidewalk, and there resell to the 
consumer. This latter class number about 
seventy-five, and are working on capital varving 
in extent from $6 to $200. Sume of these dealers 
frequently clear gs bigh as $50 per day, turning 
their capital over half-a-dogea times in ten 
hours. Some of chem pay as bigh as $365 per au- 
pum foraspace of sidewulk 10 feet by 4, but it 
is in these primitive sto: crooms that a good many 
of the regulars” have commenced. An empty 
peach-box 18 improvised into a counter, the ceil- 
ing is the ur:versal canopy of bius, from which 
the cobwebs are never swept. and the street is 
the door, which requires no bolts or bars. At 
night some peighboriug cellar furnisbes a friend- 
ly theiter for the eurplus stock, whicao is usually 
small. The 
SIDE WALKERS 

sometimes mutter curser, not loud but deep, over 
what they cail the perfidy of the * regulars” in 
selliug to the consumer bv the single 
basket or pound as cheaply as to them. ‘[bis is 
not generally done, however, unless it is on 
Saturday night, wlien, in the frantic end-avors 
of ail the dealers, both great and smaii, to 
“cleanup” the stock, instead of carrying it 
over to Monday morning, fruit is sometimes sold 
for about one-half of its firet cost. The * side- 
waikers ” usually repack all peaches, pears, 
p:ume, apries, aud quinces, and sometimes piay 
many tiickson the unwary and confidiug cus- 
tomers that are vain and peculiar. Songe have 
seen a basket of sickly-looking peach@s, that 
looked as though euffecing from a severe attack 
of ‘* contraction,” transfurmed in the twink- 
ling of an eye by the deft hands

The question naturaliy arises, 

WHERE DOES IT ALL COME FROM ? 

The fruit season proper commences about the 
middie of May, aud is ushered in by the appear- 
ance of the strawberry, which comes to us at 
first fiom Tennessee and Alsbama, the greatest 
quantity being shipped from Mobile. They are 
packed in 24-quart cases. As the sun travels 
north and the season becomes warmer, the sup- 
ply-points crawl up the road through Mississippi, 
Tennessee, and Illinois; in this State the 
adjacent to Cobden, Centralia, 
Carbondale, and Alton being especially adapted 
to raising fruitof a superior quality, and from 
this section a large percentage of our shipments 
are received. As the season becomes still more 
advanced, the Chicago market is supplied from 
the Nortb, Michigan furnishing the greater 
quantity. A very large perceutage of the fruit 
from that State is shipped from St. Joseph and 
Benton Harbor. At the tame we first receive 
early fruits from the North, the late fruit from 
the South begins to arrive. The “ season” oc- 
cupies from four to five weeks im its journey 
nortoward. All early Southern fruit 1s shipped 
by express, and all peaches are packed in boxes. 
The strawberry-season laste until July 1, black 
raspberries and blackberries taking their place. 
These last until nearly October. Appies are 
first received in June, and fall on the 
same lune of march as does the berry, as indeed 
do all fruits received. Peaches first come imto 
market about July 4, commencing with Hate’s 
Early. Pears make their appearance about July 
15, the old favorite, the Bartlett, coming first. 
Plums come into view near the ist of Septem- 
ber, and are followed by the golden quince about 
thirty days thereafter. The grape first shows 
itself in the middle of July. 


Of the peach we have Hale's Early, Fre ths',— 
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icbigan, 70 cent of the entire amount 
from the lather State.

PEARS, £TO. 

Native pears consist of the Bartlett, Sickel, 
Duchess, D’Angouleme, Virgalu, Flemish Beauty, 
aud Sugar pears. These are exclusive of the dif- 
fereat varieties of California pears, which will 
be enumerated under the pioper head. New 
York, Calhfornia, Michigan, and Lilinois furnish 
most of the pears. 

The best varieties of quinces are the orange, 
apple, and pear. They are never pleaty, and are 
always in great demand. 

Plums are shipped in crates of four drawers, 
each drawer containing half a bushel, and in 
variety consist of the Dawson, green-gage, and 
wild red. We may add they are nearly always 
scaice, those in the market being shipped from 
a distance, more coming from Ohio than any 
other region. 

Grapes flood the market in endless variety, 
and in almost unlimited quantitv,—the Catawba, 
Delaware, and Concord being the favorites. 
Besides these, we have the Isabella, Black Ham- 
burg, Rogers 14, lowa Seedling, Lonia, Clinton, 
Diana, and Mal 

Three-fourths of all the grapes shipped to this 
market come from Michigan and Ohio, the bal- 
ance from New York, lodiana, Wisconsin, and 
lliinois. Of those from Ohio, Berlin Heights 
aod Kelly’s Island furnish the greatest bynes 
The price during the season has averaged 5 cents 
per pound. 

Applies abound in their usnal variety, the 
twenty-ounce pippin being the favorite and 
bringing the best price. The Summer Queen, 
Red Astrachan, Rhode Island Greening, Parisian 
Scek-no-Further, Baldwin, Russet, Summer Pip- 
pin, Fail Pippin, Bellflower, Taiman Sweet, 
Pound Sweet, Tompkins’ King, Winesop, Snow 
Apple, Gillflower, Lady Apple, Spitzenberg, and 
Nortbern Spy, are among the common varieties 
in this market. Seventy-five per ceot of all the 
apples received in Chicago come from Michigan ; 
the balance are divided between New York, 
Obio, Illinois, and Indiana; a very few coming 
from Missouri, Wisconsin, Iuwa, and Kansas. 

All early fruit comes ube'first of the season by 
express prepaid. When fruitis plenty, the II- 
linois Central Railroad Company run a special, call- 
eda 

FRUIT TRAIN 
just behind the express, and is about the only 
road which does this, save the Michigan Cen- 
trail, which rups whatis called a peach train. 
TLese trains sometimes consist of fifty cars. All 
early fiuit reaches the city by rail; the rest 
comes by steamer from Michigan. A week of 
uvusually warm weather sumetimes floods the 
market, and the richest varieties can be bought 
forasong. During the second week of Septem- 
ber the average daily receipts were 50,400 bas- 
kets and 10,000 boxes of peaches alone, and the 
price for best Crawfords ranged aslow as 50 
cepta in job lots. No advances are made by 
commission men on cunsignmepts of green fruit. 

The winter trade of these houses consists in 
haudling apples, pears, and dried fruite, Michi- 
gau aud New York furnishing the largest quan- 
tities. Our dried peaches come mainly from the 
South.

carry off the palm wherever known for size, 
flavor, and beauty of appearance. ‘The display 
in this ma:ket this season bas been unusually 
large, aod ove of extraordinary magnificence. 


Chicago bavdies 100 per cent more of 
tbis fruic than does New York City. 
Parties who handle it here, in some 


cares, have the goers to stop a shipment on its 
way through to New York, and, if necessary, re- 
ceive it in this market. ‘The first shipment this 
season was On the 25th of July, and consis‘ed of 
pears and plums. Tie sbipments will probably 
close by Nov. 1. All of this fruit comes in 
boxes, each pear, apple, or plum being wrapped 
carefullyin paper. Duiing the firet thirty days 
of the searon all sbipments are made 
by express at a cost of $901 per cargo. 
After this the ship ments are by freigtit at a cost 
of $501 per car. Coming by express, the fruit is 
on the roadfrom six to seven da and b 

freight from thirteen to fourteen dave. Eac 

car contaius 500 boxes, and each box will weigh 
45 pounds. There are six firms in this city 
who handle California fruit, and during the sea- 
son ap average of ten car-loads is received per 
week. We give below the varieties and prices of 
California peats and grapes, per box, in this 
market.

Our report of fruit and vegetable shipments East 
for the week is exceedingly gratifying. The ship- 
ments continue to increase, and we shail not 
be surprised the ensuing week if the ship- 
ments shall rise to 700 tons, Brooks, Holland & Co,, 
4) tous of fruit and 5 tons of vegetables; A. H. Cum- 
mings & Co,, 160 tons of fruit and 24 tons 
of vegetables; Lyon & Burnes, 85 tons of vege- 
tables, butter, aud eggs; W. R. Strong & Co,, 85 
tons of fruit and 25 tousof vegetables; R. Levy, 70 
tous of fruit and 15 tous of vegetables; Hammer & 
Kever, 6¢ tons of vegetables; total, fruit, 355 tons; 
vegetabies, etc., 214 tons; gross tons, 669. The ship- 
ments in smali lots by lighter deaiezs will 
sum total considerably above the figures—600 tons— 
which we last Saturday set for the limit of the week's 
shipment. The actual aggregate is 20 tons in excess 
of last week’s iguies. Five tons of butter and eggs 
are, however, inciuded this week, making the fruit aud 
vegetable shipment proper 564 tons, Doubtless an ac- 
curate account of all the shipments of the smaller 
dealers would raise the entire shipments to 650 tons. 
This proves our prognostications of last week to have 
been more than realized. Certainly the fruit and veg- 
etable tuarket of Sacramento is in a flourishing condi- 
tion, 

In one day during the month of September 
over 50,000 packages were received in Chicago. 
Of the entire amount received here 50 per cent 
is resbivped, 75 per cent of the 50 per cent going 
to New York. 

WHERE DOES IT GO? 

Of the entire amount of fruits of all kinds 
received here two-sixths of it is sojd; to the 
* sidewalkers,” one-sixth immediately _re- 
shipped to poms in Minnesota, Wis- 
copsin, Iowa, aud COanada, while 50 per 
cent of the balance is sold to Chi- 
cago shippers, and the reat to grocerymen. 
About 334¢ per cent of the entire amount re- 
ceived is consumed in the city. Of the amount 
sold to sidewalk-men fully 3344 per cent is ship- 
ped in small lots all overthe Northwest. 

The loss to the producer by shrioakage, break- 
age, and decay is about 5 per cent of the whoie 
amount. By the time the frait reaches the con- 
sumer Only about 90 per cent of it is left. Of 
the early fruit 50 per cent of the amount re- 
ceived is consumed in Chicago. 

HOW IT PAYS. 

There are very few houses in the city hand- 
ling fruit exclusively. Such as do, however, are 
making money. In the ranks of these commis- 
sion men are found veterans who bave made 
their weary pilgrimages of the street for a quar- 
ter of a ceutury, and whose opinions are receiv- 
edaslawand gospel by their more juvenile 
brethren. There is one firm which commenced 
business on the street upward of five} vears ago 
whose bank account to-day shows a handsome 
balance of nearly $20,000. ‘here are but few 
failures to record, and those which have occurred 
have been of no great magnitude. The conclu- 
sion forced upon one by a continued round of 
the street anda peep at several “ balances in 
bank” is, that in proportion to the amount of 
capital invested there is no legitimate business 
within the limits of Chicago that pa;s so largely 
and surely as does the traific in fruits. To the

PROF. SWING’S WEDNESDAY EVEN.- 
ING LECTURE. 

The Wednesday evening prayer-meeting at 
the Fourth Presbyterian Church, corner of Su- 
perior and Rush streets, was not so well attend- 
ed as usual, owing to the rain. The subject of 
Prof. Swing’s . lecture was ‘'The Sunday- 
School.” He said: 

I will read a portion of Ecclesiastics this even- 
ing: 

Remember now thy Creator im the days of thy 
youth, while the evil days come not, nor the years 
draw nigh whey thoy shalt say, I haye no pleasure ip 


them ; 
While the sun, or the light, or the moon, or the 


stars, be not darkened, por the clouds return after the 
rain. 

It is always delightful, in Nature, after a se- 
vere storm, to see the heavens remain clear ; 
but if, after a heavy rain, when we.all rejoice m 
the clear sky, clouds come back again, the heart 
sinks. The writer says, ** Remember thy Crea- 
tor” before the dusk comes, and the clouds 
come back after the rain. 

In the day whem the keepers of the house shall 
tremble, and the strong men shall bow themselves, 
and the grinders shalijcease, becauge they are few, aud 
those that look out of the windows be darkened. 

And the doors shall be shut in the streets, when the 
sound of the grindingis low; and he shall rise up at 
the voice of the bird, emd all the daughters of music 
siiall be brought low, 

And when they shall be afraid of that which is high, 
and fears shall be in the way,and the almond tree 
shall flourjsh, and the graashbopper shail be a burden, 
and desire shall fail; because man goeth to his long 
home, and the mourners go about the streets, 

Or ever the silver cord be loosened, or the golden 
bow! be broken, or the pitoher be broken at the foun- 
tain, or the wheel broken at the cistern. 

Then shall the dust return to the earth as it was, 
and the spirit shall return unto God who gave it. 

I have read these verses im order to bring be- 
fore our winds to-night the general idea taught 
in them, that youth is the great period of edu- 
cation, the formation period; that, as soon as 
we pass beyond that division of hfe, to some ex- 
tent, the sun becomes darkened to us, the light 
of the moon and stars becomes dimmed, and the 
days are @ little heavier; the clouds begip to 
come back after the rain, and the keepers of the 
house—that is the arms, the feet, the whole 
nervous system—begin to trembie, and cannog 
do the amount of work they opee did; and man- 
hood begins to bow itself, we become stoop- 
shouldered, and the looking out of the windows 
is obscured—the eye begins to fail. The whole 
chapter is a beautiful summiog up of the charms 
and tne usefulpess of youta—the growing 
period, the formation period of the mind and of 
the soul. 

The word “Remember” is itself a poetic 
word, and has reference to that gathering up of 
God in the heart, rather than trying to reach 
some intellectual conception of Him, the words 
following. * ln the days of thy youth,” show- 
ing its meaving. Itis not expected that chil- 
dren will press at the bottom as a scientific man 
ee 5 Gedp Chine would; and hence when the 
word ** remember ” 18 used in eonnection with 
these days of youth, it means love rather than 
thought or study. ‘Remember now thy 
Creator,” receive Him with thy heart, is 
the meaning of it. And there is a dif- 
ference, too, between “remember” and 
“recollection.” ‘‘ Recollection” is a mere 
intellectual word, and it means simply to keep 
in mind past events, Thus you recollect his- 
tory, but you remember your _ friend; 
you recollect problems in mathematics, 
but you remember your mother and your coun- 
try. And thus the Christian writer, after going 
over eleven chapters embracing the various du- 
ties of life, in this last chapter sums them ali 
up, and says the best thing one can do is in the 
days of youth to see to it that his heart becomes 
well filled with the Creator. 

Now, if youth be the great forming period, 
and if this remembering the Creator be one of 
the chief duties of life, from these two facts 
spring the life of the Sunday-school—the point 
to which I wish to direct your attention to-night. 
These two simple premises—that we must learn 
to love our Creator, and not be continnally 
thinking about Him, reasoning slout Him, 
proving His existence, but that we musi 
learn to love Him, and must have our 
hearts filled with this sentiment in youth- 
ful days—form the great basis of the 
Sunday-school ; and this topic I think shonid 
come before this church this evening and ap- 
other evening. It should be thoroughly in- 
vestigated, that we all may appreciate the worth 
of the whole Sabbath-school movemen:,—that 
every One may appreciate bis or her relation to 
the duty that springs out of it. 

This Sabbath-school movement is compara- 
tivelynew. It is one of the movements that have 
spruag mght out of the benevolence of our 
century. The great maxim revealed in the very 
earliest part of the Bible is that you should love 
your brother,—*‘ Where is thy brother ?’'—and 
that great principle runs ali through the Bible, 
and seems to grow larger and larger until the 
Savior came and died tor the human race,—and 
finally developed itself into this Sunday-scbool 
life. It is nothing else than the love of the 
older for the younger,—the outburst of a loying 
care, one of the great forms of beneyolence. 

Our century soon began to remember that 
great puneipis that you should care for. your 
neighbor. ence it began to pursue these 
various paths of regard for one’s feilow-creature ; 
it began to free slaves; it began to visit prisons, 
to see that justice was done—that no one was 
suffering fron) gross cruelty; it began to think 
of the orphan, and of the deaf and dumb, and to 
build asylums for them; it began to think of 
the unclothed in the streets, and founded night- 
schools and ragged-schools; aud, following this 
great principle of Jegns Christ, that every one 
should loye hig neighbor, it came straight 
to the Sunday-sechool, where the yonth 
should all be gathered, and taught the 
highest form of truth, eyen the way of 
selyation. So that what we call the Sunday- 
school is founded in one of the noblest princi- 
ples, not only of the Bible and of Obristianity, 
but of human nature; and hence the world 
would never take it back. The Sunday-school ig 
fullof the beautiful fruits of a high Christian 
civilization. 

One reason why I wish to speak of it in this 
way is, that a good many bave doubted the value 
of the Sunday-school; and you would infer, 
even from the feebleness of the schools, from 
the unwillingness of teachers to come, and to 
stay, and to work, thet that donbt is quite gen 
eral. But I feel perfectly willing to contend 
that the Sunday-sehool is in every sense of 
the word one of the strongest arms of 
religion,—of Christianity,—from the  rea- 
sons I have given. Jt takes the heart 
in youth, when it can be shaped. That ig its 
great secret. But there are thoge who have op- 
posed Sunday-schoole—some in other denom- 
nations have opposed them, and others have 
doubted their worth—opposed them on the 
ground that they take the children away from 
their home-training, claiming that, as Sunday- 
schoolg increase, the old home-training de- 
creases. This I would deny. It may be that 
the home-training decreases, but not from that 
cause. There are other causes which are all the 
time sapping this home-influence. Men are be- 
coming more and more wedded to the pursuits 
of business, more and more disposed to idolize 
commerce, the paths of trade, and that is a 
very great cause of the decline of home-instruc- 
tion. There is no reason conceivable why the 
Sunday-school shonld detract from home-instruc- 
tion, aud hence we must doubt whether it does, 
yd at least must deny the necessity of its so 

oing. 

But the Sunday-school method of 
youth has very great advantages above the home 
method; and they are chiefly these: All our 
young people have their associations of busi- 
ness and pleasure, but without tio Sunday- 
school they have not the associations of religion. 
Lach home is a separate institution; there is no 
popes commingling. Youth meet together 
for business, but never in the name of God. The 
Sunday-school builds up at once a religious ag- 
sociation, and binds their hearts together by re- 
ligious ties; and hence it is not the whole of 
their life to seek each otber’s society for pleas- 
ure only. inthe great outer field of the world, 
but they seek one another in the house 
of God, and build ap sg kind of 
religious friendship, both beautiful and lasting. 
Home, of course, has its value,—its value 
cannot be measured,—but there is some- 
thing selfish about home-life. There should 
be this religious comingling; and, without 
draining home in the least of its influence, the 
Sunday school builds up a new association, —one 
of religion,—and our youths pass their early 
years, not simply in the balls of , not 
simply in the stores where they are clerks, or in 
the school-houses where they study books, but 
they pass their hours also in the house of God, 
where they meet each other in sacred song and 
sacred conference about truth. 

Now, one of the greatest parts of education is 
an intercourse with the world. I doubt whether 
auy great heart or mind can be reared up within 
the walls of home alone. I think home alone 
induces selfishpess, narrowness; at least it 
brings an ignorance, perhaps, of the great wide 
world. But the moment come to agseciate 
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They know that ¢ years ago, twenty-five 
years ago, it was very uncommon for pergons to 
talk to each other about Jesus Christ, about the 
sonl’s salvation, about the meaning of God's 
Word. The heart was sealed. But this Sunday- 
schoo] teaches our children in early life to confer 
with one another, and with their teachers, about 
God’s Word, and the meaning of that Word. I 
doubt whether apyinstitution so opens tie heart, 
making it willing to speak upon religious sub- 
jects, to confess its f to confess its 
doubts, and to seek light, as Sunday-sehoo!. 
It meets a want the pulpit cannot meet, because 
when the ayo speaks, ail else are dumb—all 
others sit ia silence, and men come and. go, and 
come and go, all through life, to the great princi- 
pal room of the sanctuary without ever having 


expressed themselves upon a single point of re- | 


ligion. They have no questions, they 
have brought forward no difficult of 
God's Word, they have had no conferences ut 
doctrine, no exegesis of Scripture,—all they have 
done is to listen, But, gomg ito the Sunday- 
school, where there are classes of obildren and 
of adultes, where there are teachers whom they 
all love, the beart is open and always wiiling to 
speak, to confess its feelings, its doubts, hopes, 
dapgere ; and those are led toJesus Christ whom 
no pulpit would have ever led thither. 

Tnese are the thoughts, brethren, that I gnb- 
mit to you gn this occasion, and I hope 
others will add ther thoughts. Some- 
thing should be done 
enabled to exert the 
full power, of this co tion in this one direc- 
tion,—the Sabbath-sehool. All the young people 
who belong to us in apy way should be gathered 
ia. Instead of maving 4 hundred, we should bave 
hundreds; instead of haying Bible-classes with 
a few adults, we should have large classes,—al] 
should come as far as possible; not come from 
any accident, or from some simple desire to pass 
an hour, but come feeling the worth of the 

rand institution, feeling how great its basis is, 
for it grows right out the Bible, right out of 
the teaching of the Lord that you must love 
your neighbor,—springs out of this phrase, | 
have r that we must remember cur Creator, 
we must learn ta do so in the. days 
of our youth, ere those great evil days come 
full of business, and then full of weariness, full 
of dimaese of sight, full of trembling limbs ; be- 
fore those days come when the “golden bowl” 
begins to break, should we seek this Creator. 
This church has under its care two imporant 
schools—one here, and another, numbering 400 
children, elsewhere ; let us take these two schools 
to our hearts, and from this day forward do our 
whole duty toward these youth. 

Ove gentleman thought the Presbyterian 
Church ought to assume, as did other denomina- 
tions, that children were born Christians, and 
that, if they were taught the precepts of the 
Bible, they could not fail to be benefited.

MOODY IN SCOTLAND. 

A letter to the Chrisian Union from Oban, 
Scotland, gives the following account of Mr. 
Moody's revival work : 

The revival in Scontiand is so largely connected with 
the labors, and follows so certainly the movements of 
Mr. Moody, that to trace big journeyings is to track 
the course of the great tidal wave of religious feeling 
which is sweeping over Scotland. In the Assemblies 
of the different Presbyterian churches this instrumen- 
tality of the American evangelist has been so freely 
and cordially acknowledged, that cl men and lay- 
men of ail denominations eyery~here look forward to 
the coming of Mr, Moody as to the advent of a revival. 
This was evident day before yesterday in our quiet 
watering place, when printed posters announced his 
unexpected coming, and the peripatetic bellman, after 
shouting out his nutices of ** Breakfasts on board the 
morning steamers,” “Cheap herring,” * Lost,” took 
breath and prociaimed the coming for Friday night of 
“the Americay Evangelist.” There was instantly 

eat bustle of preparetion, anda certainty of expec- 
Prion that anticipated and to a partial extent ex- 
pistned the result which followed, Men expected a 

lessing, prayed, acted, spoke as though they expeci- 
ed it, and it ca ne, 

The United Presbyterian QGhurch, the largest in the 
rye. was anger’ iy omer eh the Py pene time, 
ail standing-room occupied, und the vestry and 
P maeomnaty ofthe pulpit being well filled. Svers 
surrounding village had sent in its contribution, and 
many went away unable to find eyena standing 
place. The meeting began at 8 p. m, Mr. Moody, 
after traveling from 7 in the morning to reach Oban 
about that time, snatched » hasty tea, and st balf-past 
8, to the great satisfaction of all, appeared at the 
vestry door, Ipstantly a change came over the char- 
acter of the meeting. All means of ventilation were 
opened; Mr. Moody’s authority obtaining what a 
Scotch audience are slow tw yield, plenty of fresh air. 
He himseif came into the puipit in afresh, breezy 
way. One felt there was an endto cant and draw! in 
that meeting. The chapter read was Ez. xxxiv., from 
the lith yerse. Then “ The Gate Ajar” was sung, and 

. Moody begen, choosing for his text Luke xix., 10, 
“ For the Son of Man is come to seek and to save that 
which was lost.” His style is too well known at home 
to need description. Being in Scotland may have pol- 
ished his language somewhat (the Scotch certainly 
claim it has), but he still says “‘he come,” “to save 
you and I,” and the pagal twang in his voice would be 
offensively strong eyen in the Siates. All this makes 
an unpleasant impression at first, yet to his audience 
there is a strange yovelty in it that fascinates. 

His speech was an earnest conversation, which in- 
sinuated itself by ite novel and familiar style, It was 
much as follows :

born blind, a fellow that once hadn’t any eyes, and he 
could see,’ * I don’t believe it,’ said the blind man. 
‘ But he did have them ; I saw them, and I asked him 
about it (he was of age), and he said one day a prophet 
came slong in the street, and he spit on the ground 
and made mud and plastered his eyes 
And he told him to wash in

made a great stir down our way in Jerusalem.

S ccandiong or 
not in the prosecution we presume Dr, P. will try to 
avoid befng rash or malignant. Whether Prof. Swing 
is found to be sound or unsound, faithful or unfaith- 
ful, itis not a necessity that either glory or shame 
shall fallon Dr. Patton.

It is disorderly, and very oppressive, as well as un- 
fair und unusual, for the /nferior to use its columns, 
as it has done, to asperse the Preabytery of Chicago, as 
indorsing various heresies, a8 withholding a righteous 
verdict, as indulging in bitterness of feeling intense 
and conspicuous, in prejudice unparalleled, in mad- 
ness or blindness, and such like things. Ought an 
an editor who is a prosecutor to use or allow his paper 
to be used in such away? Who are the men thus 
severely dealt with? Two Professors in the Theologi- 
cal Seminary, colleagues of the prosecutor and editor, 
and several pastors of the highest standing and suc- 
ces,8— Mitchell, Kittredge, Thompson, Johnson,—pas- 
tors of our best churches, and many others, men 
whose orthodoxy, usefulness, and piety are known and 
read of all men.

The management is iabcring 
hara ard so are the artista, and all concerned 
have hed more obstacies in their way than the 
pubhe can appieciate—the ob tacies which are 
always in the way at the beginning of a season. 
One by one, however, these are being removed, 
and improvement is shown almost nig nt by night. 
‘the repertoire for the present week is a verg 
strong one. On Monday evening ‘ Trovatore” 
will ivep, with Mise Kellogg as Leonora ;

MISS KELLOGG'S “ MARGUERITE.” 

We give piace to the following communication 
from a Kelloggite in answer to a communication 
which appeared in last Suoday’s Tripuns, and 
add our own bearty indorsewent of the writer's 
position : 
lo the Edttor of The Chirace Frifune : 

Str: Those who were fortunate enough te witness 
Miss Ke)logg’s personation ef Goethe’s immortal hero- 
ine op Wednesday evening, enjoyed one of the most 
artisiie representations of that character ever present- 
°4 im this city. Teo those who have watched her ca- 
reer trom her first entrance upon the operatie stage, it 
gave arare pleasure to see how, & superb singer al- 
ways, she has at fast gained euch breadth of eoncep- 
tion aa te the dramatic requirements of her characters, 
and such fervor of expression, that she can give us a 
picture of Marqvertte that, for the expression of what 
must always remain the true ideal of this character, is 
at least the peer of any we have yet seen, 

It was in no senseacopy. It bore, in every part, 
the evidence of careful and conscientious individual 
study of the story in which Marguerite is the central 
figure, and was fuli of a subtie appreciation of the part 
that she pleys in the saddest, ae well as one of the 
most human, pictures, of lifeever drawn. From her 
very firet enirance upon the stage, when she moves in- 
to the erowd “ with downeast eyes and modest grace,” 
it wae evident that she was Gocthe’s own heroine, and 
that her idea of the character was the true ore. It is 
not peasible te suppose Warguerivé 2 weman with any 
history back of her. All is unknown and ¢trange to 
her, and the greeting of Faust, and the impression he 
makes wpon her, are received into Ler heart as an in- 
itial experience, It is all a vague wonderment. There 
is no eoquetry, for ehe does not know what that means. 
There is no immediats rapture at his unmistakable ad- 
oration, for Ler life hae heretofore included no such 
experience, She only feels her heart stirred with a 
new, sweet feeling she does not understand and does 
not try toanalyze. The first thoughts to which the 
gives utterance are only the ¢xpression of @ natural 
childish wonder ae to who he is, what is his name, and 
whether bz is of noble birth. 

Nothiag seems finer in the whole field of dramatie 
expression than the exquisite manner in which Kellogg 
portrays the development of her love fq, Favet, In 
her conception of Marguerite this love is essentially a 
growth.—a vogue, shadowy dawning, strengthening 
gradually into the full light of en overmastering pas- 
sion,—whose various stages she does not herself un- 
derstand. She finds herveif all at once wandering into 
a new field,—timid, doubting, fearful, with a certain 
awe at ber rapidiy widening experience, but drawn on 
by the sweet irrisistibleness of the wooing of Faust, 
until this love gradually abeoros her whole nature. 

How tenderly and purely Kellogg reaches the climax 
in the dwet with faust, held back all the while bya 
netural maideniy reserve, but urged forward at the 
same time by a still stronger influence, until she final- 
ly throws herself into his arms in the most perfect 
eelf-surrender! Tlie ome picture must forever put 
Keliogg im the foreground among the great artists of 
the world,—it is so consistent, so human, so perfect in 
dramatic finish, 80 tenderly and beautifully true to the 
ideai ef the character, 

The scene at fithe church ig another classic picture 
severe in iis s!implicity—aimosi too simple, were this 
not the greater art to bring into a stronger relief before 
the audience. the one thought of the woman, wronged 
through whatwas Lest aud ewectest in her nature, seek- 
ing reidief in the consoling shelter of the Chutch,only to 
be driven into a deeper despair by the mocking voice 
of Mephisto, 

In the prison scene there was no faltering in her 
conception of the character, and she rose to the fullest 
dramatic needs of the situation. Can anything be more 
essentially pathetic than her interviev with her lover, 
the well-remembered tones of whose voice almost dis- 
pelled the darkness that had clouded her mind, driv- 
ing her into the “ depths of some divine despair ?” 
The pathos was so realthat even the proverbial coid- 
ness of our audiences was thawed for once, at least, 
into a spontameous burst of applause. And this is Mr, 
John McLandburgh’s “singing chambermaid!” If 
Mr. McLandburgh was present on Wednesday evening, 
he must have been surprised to see his ** chamber- 
maid ” givyimg such a perfect representation of one of 
the most exacting characters in the modern opera, 
Kellogg's sweetness of voice and vocal culture have 
long been Our national pride, standing, as she doca, 
as the representative American singer ; but, if her 
rendition of the character of Marcuerite, as well as 
the remarkable dramatic tmprovements she is showing 
in ber otuer roles, can be accepted as the basis of a 
prophecy, the day is not far distant when she will 
take her rank among the great actors, as she now 
doea, by common consent, among the great singers.

Yet she made a favorabie im- 
pression, and we feel satisfied that her future success 
will earnestly be wished for by every person who 
heard her sing the “ mad scene” from ‘ Lucia” yea- 
terday. Her voige is sweet, and ita upper notes are 
clear; she has already learned something, but she has 
by no means finiehed ber education, Harnest study 
a.one can assist her to a creditabie place g mu- 
sical artists.

Miss Colville has many of the gifts which go to the 
making of 3 prima-donpa, The natural quality of Ler 
voice is beautiful. Itis weak in the lower register, 
but theupper notes are very fine, andallthe culture 
which she may have the patience to bestow upon them 
will be well invested. She has copsiderable ability al- 
ready a8-an actress, inheriiing apparently the dramatic 
inatinct, and she seems to have abundant int?lligence, 
Some very pretty embellishments of voculism she has 
caught nearly to perfection; but she is not weil 
grounded in the art of singing, her intonation is ex- 
tremely defective, and unless she laye a better founda- 
tion for her accomplishments she cap hardiy hope to 
become ap artist.

The ceiling 
is paneled, the groundwork being a very 
light. and delicate biue, with small, white 
figures. ‘The stencil work is im rich colors, and 
gold is used sparingly and with good results. 
ihe seats me of the same comfortable style as 
those in usein Tremont Tomple. The seating 
capacity is 1,526—855 on the floor and 641 in the 
baiconies, Miss Charlotte Cushman read an ap- 
propriate dedicatory address, written by Mr. 
Nathaniel Childs, of the 7raveller, and the great 
sonata of Beethoven for violin and piano (Opus 
47) was performed by Mme. Camuila Urso and 
Mme. Madeline Schiller with exquisite delicacy. 
Mrs. Sophie Dowland, an Foglisn ballad-singer, 
made her first appearance in America on this oc- 
casion, and gained great favor; aud a new ‘‘ Ave 
Maria.” oy Dudiey Buck, was sung for the first 
time by Mrs. J. M. Osgood in such an admirable 
manner that the audience dewanded its repeuu- 
tion.

THE FUTURE OF AMERICAN POLITICS. 

Any American engaged in “ the noblest study 
of mankind” must have noticed the despair with 
which the average citizen regards our national 
politics. The feeling is openly expressed. It is 
shown, besides, mm the apathy of the men who 
ought to be most deeply interested iu politics ; 
in the support given papers like the lately 
departed Imperialist, which had a brilliant, 
though brief, career; and in the interest which 
the preposterous third-term dogma bas excited. 
It ie worth while to inquire whether we are 680 
very much worse off than our forefathers, and 
whether there are no signs of a good time coming 
sufficient to justify hope rather than despair. 

There is some smal] consolationin the refleo- 
tion that our aucestors were not as angelic poli- 
ticians as we are apt to think. Human nature 
bas not changed since 1789. The opportunities 
for corruption have increased, to be sure, but 
the ability to resist temptation has probably not 
been weakened. Men yield more oiten because 
the temptations are greater. A poor, thiniy- 
settled country, with no powerful corpora- 
tions, offered small chance of plunder com- 
pared with a rich, well-peopled, corpora- 
tion-ridden nation. It is but natural 
that the latter should supply more cases of offi- 
cial corruption than the former. We may, how- 
ever, trace a perceptible heightening of the 
moral tone of the nation in some cases, Noman 
could now imitate with impunity * the God-like 
Webster ” by using his official position to benefit 
the merchants whose bounty paid his debts. 
The overthrow of slavery was the result of po- 
litico-moral causes. There was amoral revolu- 
tion between the Fugitive-Slave Law of 1850 and 
the Emancipation Proclamation of 1868. After 
making due allowance for these facts and for 
newspaper exaggeration of the present evils, we 
shall still find a residuum of corruption of which 
our ancestors ware happily unaware. It seems 
to be the result of four main causes. These are 
increased temptation, immigration, tne influence 
of the War, and the long dominion of «xe politi- 
cal party. 

There w ground for the hope that most of 
these causes will vex us but little longer. The 
increase of temptation cannot be gaiusaid, but 
we may wellargue that the popular condemna- 
tien of land-grants, subsidies, protective duties, 
and the kindred sources of Congressional temp- 
tation, is acquiring such strength with each new 
year that the whole system of subsidy will ere 
long be abandoned. Immigration has been cut 
down to reasonable limita. The foreigners who 
seek our shores find here large numbers of their 
fellow-countrymen who have become American- 
ized. They consort with thex and so hasten 
greatly the needful process of assimilation. 
The German who lands in New York now will be 
a much better American citizen in 1879, when 
his five years of probation have passed, than bis 
predecessor who landed in 1830 was in 1835. He 
will more thoroughly appreciate our institutions. 
He will be lees likely to be led by a demagogue. 
Moreover, his home education will have been 
better. The bad influence of the War is grad- 
ually dia; pearing. Constituencies are begin- 
ning to co: sid :t alleged gallantry in the field as 
an insufficient excuse for imbecility or knavery 
in Congress. The Sonth Carolina patriot who 
pleads that he ought not to be prosecuted for 
official embezzlement in 1874 because he com- 
manded a colored company in 1864, is out of 
date in most of the States. There is a no- 
ticeable decay of party feeling. Non-partisan 
questions are taking a strong hold on the public 
mind. Independent movements in regard to 
local issues are succeeding, Young men, free 
from the prejudices of the antediluvian, ante- 
War period, are beginning to make their power 
felt. The last, and most important, reason for 
hope is the spread of education. The public- 
school system is growing. The non-denomina- 
tional colleges are crowded with students, Yale 
and Harvard were never 80 prosperous. While 


_the youth of the country are being taught in 


these ways, the multiplication of newspapers 
and of books is instructing their elders. A tre- 
mendous battle is waging against ignorance. 
Such efforts cannot be in vain. The law of 
progress which has ruled humanity hitherto will 
rule it still. We are faithless to our belief in 
the power of knowledge if we think that our 
politics must necessarily grow worse. The spe 
cific for the present corruption is plain. 
All power is in the masses. The Gov- 
eroment will represent them. Their eondi- 
tion, then, must be raised. Their physicai culti- 
vation should be sedulously cared for. Building- 
laws, and drainage, and parks, and provisions 
for pure air aud ire food all come into play 
bere. Their menial cultivation should be as 
earnestly promoted by schools, and colleges, and 
museums, and galleries, and iectures, and books, 
and newspapers. Whoever is doing good, honest 
work in pushing forward any of these many 
things can congratulate himself that heis busily 
engaged in purifying the politics of his country.

WOMEN AS FINANCIERS. 

Mrs. Julia Ward Howe is right in attributing a 
great part of the weakness of women to their 
want of money and to their ignorance of money 
affairs, The-want of money narrows their edu- 
cation. A father will pay any price within his 
power to insure a good education for his sons, 
because he knows that they can utilize the 
knowledge they gain, Because be does not 
know this about his daughters, he is loth 
to lavish money on their schoohng. We 
know of case im point. The daughter 
of a very wealthy merchant was suddenly 
brought toa stop in ber studies by the refusal 
of her father to buy the instruments she needed. 
In most cases, the stop would have been final. 
The girl would have folded her hands in despair 
and sunk back into the danll routine of the 
average young lady’slife. In this particular case 
the girl wrote a book and was paid for it. Then 
she learned how to finish photographs and 
worked ina studio until the rest of the sum 
needed was made up. We cannot expect the 
majority of girls to show such pluck. 

In married life, the wife's petitions for money 
are often humiliating and cramping. A 
husband cannot keep s deposit in his 
house for his wife’s benefit, for it would be 
exposed te burglars. He cannot open anaccount 
for her at the bank. She would not know how 
to get at the money. In business enterprises, 
men borrow readily, while women cannot. 

@ great hinderance. It is not the result 
of a conspiracy on the part of the tyrant sex to, 
prevent feminine competition in vusiness. It 
comes from a well-founded distrust of woman's 
financial capacity. Thus ignorance of money 
a@aire in partly reaponaible for want of money. 


| Ie ie sempenaible, too, Ser the vety many cases of 


| abuses of trusts by which widows and daugb- 
ters have been suddenly reduced from plenty 
to penury. it makes woman the @yér-réady 
victim of the wild-cat enterprises tlial ‘the 
religious press lends its aid to. Jag Cooke 
and Henry C. Bowen have probably beggared 
hundreds of women by their puffing of the 
Northern Pacific insecurities. This ignorance 
frequently divides husband and wife. The two 
things in which the average man is most deeply 
interested are money matters and politics. It is 
fashionable for women to be ignorant of both. 
There are any number of wives in this city who 
ccousider it ‘womanly ” to claim that they know 
nothing of such things. They parade tho fact 
that at this point a gulf lies between their bus- 
bands and themselves as though it were some- 
thing to be proud of. An ordinary man would 
stare if he were asked whether his wife aided 
him in making his investments, ard yet many a 
man who has failed in his business would have 
been in better shape financially if he had taken 
the advice of a sensible wife. Feminine extrava- 
gance, which has ruined tens of thousands of men, 
is largely the result of feminine ignorance 
of the value of money. Mrs. Livermore was 
right in saying that the woman who earned her 
own money would not ve likely to give $200 for a 
lace handkerchief. 


The remedy for the evils we have touched upon 
is in discussion and in participation in affairs. 
The Woman’s Congress has done a good thing in 
making the topic a prominent one. Some of the 
attendanis upon it have done better by showing 
in their owao lives what women can do in the way 
of making and keeping money. Mrs. Howe's 
suggestion of a Woman's Bank, which should be 
owned and managed by women, and should 
loan money only to women, is thoroughly seuei- 
ble. Such an institution would not only attract 
the attention of very many women to finance, 
but would help many others to start in business 
on their own account. The Workingmen’s 
Banke of Schultze-Delitsch have sensibly bet- 
tered the condition of the working classes of 
Germany. We doubt not that the Woman's 
Bank of Mis. Howe would in time do as greata 
work among the women of America. If her 
suggestion is to be carried into effect, now is an 
excellent time todo it. Why shouli not such an 
institution be started in Chicago, before the 
Congress ia two weeks old? We have had a 
good dea! of talk about what women ought to do. 
Now let us see some of them practice what they 
preach. 


CARDINAL CULLEN ON THE BALLET AND 
fHE OPERA. 

The production of Balfe’s posthumous opera 
of ‘The Talisman,” in Dublia, bas been made 
the occasion of some very curious proceedings 
by Cardinal Cullen. On Sunday, Sept. 27, he 
caused a pastoral to be read [rom all the Dublin 
Roman Catholic pulpits denouncing the per- 
formance as a shameless burlesque upon Cach- 
olic religious ceremonies. He particularly in- 
veighs against the repeseniation of altars, cen- 
sera, and lights, the religious processions, the rep- 
reseptation of nuns by ballet-girls, and the chant- 
ing of religious music by the actors. The good 
Cardinal sees in all this only a snare of 
the enemy and an attempt to undermine 
the faith and corrupt the morala of the people, 
‘*go that he may destroy their ancient Church, 
which could not be overthrown by exile, the 
prison, the sword, or other violen: forms of per- 
secution.” On this account he forbids the Cath- 
olics of Dablin from visiting the theatre to wit- 
ness any performance of “The Talisman.” In 
conclusion, His Eminence remarks: ‘“‘Isit not 
disgracefiil to violate the seclusion of those 
spouses cf Jesus Christ, and to have them repre- 
sented on the stage by dancing girls, who so 
often offend modest eyes by their want of drers 
and by their improper signs or gestures, and who 
seem to be employed as a stumbling-block for 
the fall and ruin of the unwary ?” 

All this ia sufficiently dreadful, but at the 
same time it is very remarkable. If this were 
the first time that Roman Catholic ceremonies 
had been introduced upon the lyric stage, one 
might not he surprised at the horror of the Car- 
dinal, and at bis firm: conviction that poor Balfe, 
who was a good Catholic, introduced these cere- 
monies a8 a stumblin;-block to the unwary and 
as an ancient enemy of the Church. But itis 
not the first time. Tley have been produced 
almost innumerable tinies, and without protest. 
Has the Cardinal never heard of *‘ Robert the 
Devil,” with its famous scene where the nuns 
ariee from their graves and speedily appear as 
fuli-fledged ballet-girls in short skirts and span- 
gles? And yet * Robert the Devil” bas never 
been made the subject of a pastoral by Cardinal 
Cullen, or any other Cardinal! Aod it was com- 
posed by a Jew! There is a most iudicrous pro- 
cession of monks m the “Crown Diamonds,” 
carrying a bogus corpse and chanting the burial 
service in the most lugubrious manner; the 
pseudo monks being bandits and eounterfeiters. 
Why not pronounce the ban against Auber’s 
sacrilege? There is a procession of monks 
in “Favorite,” and a display of sacri- 
legious love. Why is itj{played without 
protest in all Catholic countries? Priests are 
placed upon the stage in ‘‘ The Huguenots ” in 
&@ manner caiculated to create popular prejudice 
against them, and yet ‘‘ The Huguenots ” to-day 
is the most popular of ali operas in Catholic 
France, and will open the new Paris Opera- 
House without protest. There is a church-scene 
in “* Faust,” which, when properly played, intro- 
duces the whole paraphernalia of the Church 
service, and in which Mephisto oyercomes the 
Virgin Mary in the temptation and ruin of 
poor Marguerite. All this is done witb- 
out protest. The Oardinal protests against 
the singing of religious music because ‘it is 
discordant and disgusting.” Innumerable ope- 
ras have music of the Catholic Church in them, 
notably the “Sicilian Vespers,” ‘Don Carlos,” 
‘*Maritana,” “ Fra Diavolo,” ‘‘ The Huguenots,” 
much of it in the form of prayers,—a species of 
composition in which the operatie composers 
have always taken special delight. Rossini, 
and Meyerbeer, and Wagner, always prided them- 
selves npon their lyric prayers. Now, it is highly 
probable, in the natural course of things, tliat 
these prayers and the other religious music have 
been many times sung in a manner both discordant 
and disgusting. It has been our own experience 
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fidels, he might have been spared, especially as 
neither the Cardinal nor any of his flock ever 
lifted their fager to help him while living, and 
allowed him to live and die neglected, although 
he was a native of Dublin. Now that he is dead, 
his operas begin to succeed, and his statue has 
been erected.

THE SUNDAY SHAKSPEARE SOCIETY. 

We noticed, a few weeks since, thata Sunday 
Shakspeare Society had been formed by London 
artisans as a result of the excursions of mechap- 
ics to Stratford-on-Avon, under the auspices of 
the National Sunday League. The Society has 
attained astonishing proportions. It was thrown 
open to both women and men. So many of each 
sex joined it that it-has been necessary to 
divide it into three or four classes. They meet 
at 3:15 p.m. each Sunday in the roome of the 
League and in the London College fos;Men 
and Women. The plays are to be read in the 
order of their supposed composition. They are 
regularly cast. Each member of the class is 
notified beforehand of the character which 
he or she is to assume. As _ both 
sexes take part, expurgated editions are 
used. When the play has been read, the person 
whose turn it is to preside either reads a short 
paper, or speaks for not more thao ten minutes, 
on its meaning, characteristics, beauties, defects, 
allusions, etc. Discussion follows. This ig pro- 
longed until after tea has been served. The 
class then adjourns. The members can either 
go home or can stay to the League's regular en- 
tertainments, which are styled “Sunday even- 
ings for the Peopie,” and are somewhat on the 
plan of the Chicago Sunday-afternoon lectures. 
The cost of the teas and of the necessary books 
of reference is defrayed bya charge of $1.25 
for each six meetings. The reference library 
consista of Gervinus’ ‘‘ Commentaries,” Mrs. 
Jamieson’s *‘ Characteristicsef Women,” Cole- 
ridge’s “ Lectures on Shakspeare,” Dr. Abbott's 
‘‘Shakspearean Grammar,” Schiegel’s ‘“ Dra- 
matic Literature,” Hazlitt’s ‘Characters of 
Shakspeare’s Plays,” Hudson's “‘ Life, Art, and 
Character of Shaksoeare,” Schmidt's ‘ Sbak- 
speare Lexicon,” aod Armitage Brown's *‘Son- 
nets of Shakspeare.” We give this list io full 
for the benefit of persons who may thiok of 
starting some such beneficentclub. But we wish 
to call especia! attention to the fact that these 
books are bought by English mechanics and 
smal! shopkeepers for the sake of self-improve- 
ment. If the reader will but try to imagine 
the difficulty of inducing a score of Chicago ar- 
tisaus to pay $1.25 apiece for the sake of meet- 
ing six times to read and discuss the plays of 
Shakspeare, he will realize the gulf that is open- 
ing between them and their English fellows. 
Unable to find instruction and rational enter- 
taiumeat on his one day of leisure, the American 
artisan is not keeping pace with the Europeans, 
who make the most of their opportunities. The 
English reviews declare that Germany is steadily 
sapping the commercial supremacy of Great 
Britain, because, and only because, her standard 
of education is higher. The raising of this 
standard in England has had some striking re- 
sults. Inthe London Exposition of 1851, the 
art-manufactures of Great Britain were almost 
at the bottom of the list. Schools of art were 
started in every large town soon afterwards. In 
tne Paris Exposition of 1867, these manufactures 
were almost atthe top. As the Nation says, 
‘This was the result simply of hard work ; no 
one has ever maintained that the Anglo-Saxon 
race is by genius artistic.” If we are to com- 
pete with our rivals in the markets of the world, 
we must give our wealth-makers the knowledge 
that is power. Itis unfair to compare London 
with Chicago, but it is safe to say that in our 
seven largest citiea, which contained, in 1870, an 
aggregate population as large as that of London, 
not one-tenth as much is done for the technica! 
training and genera! culture of the workingmwan 
as in the world’s metropolis. The Sunday 
Shakspeare Society is but one small sign of that 
large face.

SCHOOLS AND STRIKES. 

The Earl of Rosebery, President of the Social! 
Scionce Congress held at Glasgow Sept. 30, 
opened its seseion with a thoughtful address on 
the labor question. It contained some interest- 
ing facts on the relation between schools and 
strikes. Among the most bitter and bloody 
strikes on recordare those of the Belgian mivers, 
in April, 1869, and of the French iron-workers at 
Creuzot, in January, 1870. The latter was sup- 
pressed by bayonets. It was the herald of the 
Commune. In both Belgium and France, 30 per 
cent of the population can neither read 
nor write. Both countries supply the world 
with its wildest political and social theories. 
The English labor troubles which were most de- 
structive to property were those in 1830 between 
farmers and farm-laborers. They were caused 
by the introduction of labor-saving machinery. 
“The winter nights of 1830 were bright with 
blazing rick-yards.” The laborers who commit- 
ted these outrages were the most ignorant class 
of freemen in Christendom. There were no 
schools for them. On the other hand, Saxony, 
which is, according to Earl Rosebery, “ the best 
educated country in the world,” rarely, very rare- 
ly, suffers from strikes. In Wurtemberg, where 
every person over 10 years of age can read 
or write, etrikes are unknown. Again: 
the most distressing strikes in England 
of late have been those of the colliers. Of the 
better ciass of them who attend the night 
schools, 58 per cent could not, in 1867, when the 
schools were opened, read. We may mention, as 
a collateral fact, that, twelve years after compul- 
sory education was enforced in Prussia against 
the outcry of “invaded rights,” ‘* interference,” 
eto., crime and pauperism decreased 40 per cent. 
These instances, with others that might be giv- 
en, show that schools and strikes are opposing 
forces. The more education, the less waste of 
productive power and the less wrangling between 
masters and men. If thie is true as the result 
of ordingry schooling, who can estimate the 
benefits of a systematic training of the 
young in the elementary principles of political 
economy? Any boy of 12 can be taught whys 
strike is wrong in theory and pernicious in prac- 
tice. An hour a day devoted to a text-book 
prepared for young pupils would teach an oridi- 
nary scholar, in a year, more political economy 
than an average man now learns if a life-time. 
It is the professed aim of our public-school sys- 
tem to prepare the young to be good citizens. 
On this ground, the raising by taxation of ‘the 
millions needed to sapport the schools is justi- 
fied. It is shameful that the study which, 
above all others, makes good citizens, ahould 
find no place in their curriculum,

THE REVIVAL OF ITALY. 

Italy is, at the present time, undergoing a 
social transformation greater than any other 
country in Europe. Compared with ber, other 
nations are at rest. Her statesmen are resolved 
to renew her face entirely ; to banish from her, 
forever, the medieval spirit which has for cen- 
tures lingered about her. National unity had 
long been the aspiration of Italian atriots. 
They have obtained it. But the causes which 
hav urged them to seek national unity have 
prompted them also to endeavor to impress an 
ent =: ew characteron their country. This, 
they sa ‘ long ago, they could effect only by ob- 
taining control of public education ; and they 
have accordingly been endeavoring to bring 
about a complete revolution in their system of 
public instruction. The difficulties in the way 
of such a reformation were, and are, immense. 
Italy bad long been broken up into several 
small States. Hach State had its own system of 
education. Then, again, what schools there 
were, especially thoge for the education of the 
lower classes, were eptirely under the cont:o! of 
the clergy. When the doctrine of the separation 
of Church and State began to obtain, and to be 
acted upon, in Italy, it became imperative, of 
course, to take the education of the people out 
of the hands of the clergy. 

In 1865, there were, in Piedmont and Lombardy, 
350 malds in every 1,000 who could neither read 
por write, In Tuscauy the proportion was 470 
to every 1,090. In Naples and Sicily it was 802 
in every 1,000. Among the females the case was 
much worse. In every 1,000 of the female sex 
in Lombardy and Piedmont there were 450 who 
could neither read nor write. The women of 
Naples and Sicily were nearly all illiterate, 94 
per cent of them never having had the advan- 
tages of education. The number of schools to 
the population was lamentably small. In the 
most favored place there was but one school to 
every 521 inhabitants. In Naples and Sicily the 
number of inhabitants to a school was 2.434. Ip 
Piedmont and Lombardy only one-thirteenth of 
the children of school-age went to school; in 
Naples aod Sicily only one-seventy-tbird! Mat- 
ters, however, are improving. Since the publi- 
cation of the report from which these figures 
are taken, the number of schoois in al] Italy has 
increased prodigiously. In 1862, there were 
28,490 schools in the country. Ten years later 
there were 43,380. The increase in attend- 
ance kept pace with the increase of 
schools. The number of children in attendance 
was, in 1861, 801,202; im 1872, 1,717,351. There 
are 400,000 children attending the night schools 
alone. Great opposition was made to the ex- 
clusion of religious teaching from the schools ; 
but it was carried as a logical consequence of 
the separation of Church and State. There has 
been considerable discussion about making 
education compulsory. Dut if that measure 
were carried into effect there would not be room 
in the schools for one-half the children. It is 
estimated that there are in the country 4,000.000 
children of school-going age. Compulsion 
would be absurd so long as there is not schoo! 
accommodation for half that number. 

It would seem that the “ school-marm” 
is becoming as popular in ‘Italy as in 
America. Of 104 normal schools established 
by the Government, 64 are for young 
women and 40 for young men. In the examina- 
tions in these iustitutions the girls stand 
uniformly higher than the men. This is, in 
part, explainable by the fact that these young 
women are very ambitious to obtain situations 
as teachers, while the young men of Italy, like 
those of our own country, prefer other and more 
lucrative fields of activity. 

Italy ie supplied with numerous schools for 
higher education. The course of studies com- 
bines ‘the classical ana the scientific branches. 
The famous old universities of Italy still 
live, but the theological faculties have 
been abolished since 1870. The abolition of the- 
ological studies had indeed become a necessity. 
In all the universities the number of theological 
students had dwindled down to twenty-four, 
while the number of Professors was twenty- 
seven. 

Looking at the present educational condition 
of Italy, there is still much to be desired. Her 
schools are neither as numerous nor as good as 
her interests demand. Looking, however, at 
what has been done in ten years, the country is 
to be congratulated. Should the land be blest 
with peace for a few more decades, there is every 
prospect that Italy will have a system of schools 
which will compare favorably with that of any 
European country, Germany, perhaps, excepted.

M. Thieblin has been known as a racy writer 
for the English press since 1868. He first ac- 
quired distinction while in command of the for- 
eign department of the Pall Mall Gazette, and 
afterward eustained a brilliant reputation as 
correspondent for the same paper during the 
Franco-German war. Subsequently, the New 
York Herald engaged his services as special] re- 
porter from Spain; and from March to October, 
of the year 1873, Le was a vigilant observer 
of the Carlist campaign. The result of 
his searching inquiries into the life and 
character of the Spanish people, ae well as into 
the conduct of the Carliet forces, is embodied 
in the work before us. We have had vo modern 
treatise upon Spain which equals it ia the extent 
and value of its information. In saying this, we 
do not forget the charming volume of ** Wander- 
ings in Spain*” by Augustus Hare, which ranks 
foremost among thelate contributions to our 
knowledge of this interesting, little-known, and 
undervalued country. But no writer, however 
scholarly, and indefatigable in his observation 
and research, enjoys the opportunity for wide 
aud accurate inepection that is quickly afforded 
the ‘‘ special correspondent.” With the superior 
facilities which the latter commands, and witb 
the peculiar ability and training he generally 
brings to the performance of bis work, 
he is able to catch the spirit, avd 
the purpose, and the drift, of any enbject, civil, 
natural, or human, that be is set to study, as no 
other specimen of the genus homo can. If, to 
crown his qualifications, he has, as in M. Thieb- 
lia’s case, the mastery of a graphic pen, he wiil 
tell the most in the least space, of just those 
matters which are of chief importance, and which 
the world should best understand. 

M. Thieblin entered Spain by way of Bavonne 
and Biarritz, and penetrated to the Carlist 
camp, which was, in the epring of 1873, located 
-in the north of Spain. He was cordially wel- 
comed and hospiiably entertained by Gen. Elio, 
the commander of the Caciist army, and court- 


ing whatever information he sought. He was even 
accorded the uncommon privilege of an inter- 
view witb Don Carlos, who was at tae time hid- 
ing in the isolated Chateau of St. Lou, in the 
Landes, on the French frontier. After a two 
hours’ tete-a- tete with the Prince, duriag which 
conversation aud cigarettes were equally free 
and agreeable, M. Thiebiin produced the fol- 
lowing sketch of his affable companion : 


The present pretender to the throne of Spain, styled 
by his followers Charles VII., and by the word at 
large Don Carios de Bourbon, Duke Madrid, is 25 
years of age, having been born in Austria in March, 
1848, Heisa powerful-looking man, about 6 feet 1; 
aud, in his frank but somewhat curt manner, reminds 
one of the Emperor Alexander of Russia when 
he was some twenty-five years younger. His 
face, exmce he began to wear a f beard, 
has become quite handsome, though sa  siight- 
ly-slobbering aspect of his mouth, and the 
deficiency of teeth, hereditary in the Spanish Bour- 
bon house, not being in harmony with his manly phys- 
ical appearance, spoil the first pleasing impression, 
He is easy of access, and without any trace of haughti- 
ness. When seen on horseback at some distance, es- 
pecially when saluting people and frankly taking off 
his Basque cap, be has something picturesque about 
him. His bearing in private life resembies that of the 
younger sons of the English nobi.ity who pave entered 
the profeesions, Like them, he seems to have a capee- 
ity of enduring, for a while, any amouat of hardship 
with great serenity of temper. Of the sov , the 
statesinan, or the warrior, there is absolutely nothing 
in him. But he is very fond of playing the part of a 

ing,—that is to say, of thou-cng ‘we 
in the old fashion of Spanish ings, 
not exclading even his councilors, some of whom 
are thrice his age; and of surrvunding himself with a 
large number of Chamberlains, Aide-de-Camps, 
Secretaries, and similar people, all of whom have no 
other merit or duty than that of flattering his pride, 
I saw, myself, genuine Spanish novlemen carrying 
away siops after Don Uarlos had washed himeelf, and 
busily engaged in seeing that his top-boots and spurs 
were properly polished, He is undoubtedly a religious 
man; but there is much less bigotry about him than 
is generally supposed, and, for ail I could observe, the 
Spanish clergy do not seem to exercise any undue in- 
fluence on his mind. . . . Like the majority of 
Spaniards, he is a bad horseman, and in about a 
month’s time I saw him ruin three excel 
lent horses, .. . As am individual, he is 
brave and kind-hearted ; he is an excellent father, and 
is arniable and polite to everybody. Hesieeps much, 
and smokes much, and ig rather “ hen-pecked” b

been at times under the influence of Jesuits and petty 
courtiers, ber counsels and views would probably have 
had upon Don Carlos a salutary influence. At all 
events, she reads much more than her husband, and is 
far more accomplished, 


M. Thieblin experienced ridiculously little dan- 
ger and difficulty im traveling in Spain, while 
the country was supposed to be plunged in the 
horrors of civil war. The Spanish soldiers are 
the best-natured fellows in the world, and per- 
formed their duties in the mildest and most un- 
military manner imaginable. Except for the 
slight fortifications in the villages, and the occa- 
sional appearance of an armed man, the tou- 
rist would have little suspicion thas an 
internecine struggle was passing on 
around him. Republicans and  Carlista 
were on the friendliest terms with each other; 
and both had, as usual, an abundance of leisure 
and pleasure in their lives. M. Thieblin was 
hard pressed, much of the time, to find the san- 
guinary materials for coloring his dispatches to 
the Heraid in the expected sensational crim- 
son. The memorable Wednesday on which oo- 
curred the Federalist coup. d'etat, the enterpris- 
ing journalist waited in vain all day long, on his 
balcony overlooking the Puerto in Madrid, for 
the spectacle of a tight. There was no robbery, 
no destruction of property,—not so much as a 
poor little quarrel between a couple of pugpa- 
cious civilians,—to reward his anxiety for brutal 
and bloody proceedings. But there was no 
dearth of entertaining incidents and of inter- 
esting people to occupy his attention. The

THE SECRET OF VENUS. 


The planet Venus possesses a secret of the 
greatest value to the scientific world. One 
might conclude as mueh when he notices, after 
the setting of the sun, what a com naaoding posi- 
tion she assumes pear the horizon in the south- 
west, and how significantly intelligent appears 
ber blushing, radiant smile. This wonderful se- 
cretshe has kept ever since the morning stars 
together sang their first chorus,—ever since God 
spake iato existence tbe rollifg, fiery worlds 
that people immensity. This is longer than se- 
crets are usually kept by those who worship at 
the shrine of Venus! 

{t was not till the beginning of the eighteenth 
century, abort 155 vears ago, that Venus was 
suspected of holding so selfishly in her posses- 
sion this coveted information. Dr. Halley then 
discovered the important fact, and proposed that 
by some artifice she be induced to divulge the 
secret. To say nothing of her usual disposition 
or indisposition to respond when addressed, it is 
only at special periods that Venus can at ail be 
approached upon this particular eubject. Since 
the discovery, two of the periods have passed, — 
oné on the 5th of June, 1761; the other on the 
3d of June, 1769. To the first questioning, a 
distinct response was refused. To the sccond. 
Venus.replied, but not plainly. And now, al- 
most breathless, we await the coming of the next 
period. This will be the 8ih of December, 
1874. Then will be repeated the same 
question, with the greatest possible 
emphasis. Then, too, on account of this 
very importunity, will we fondly exwvect her to 
look down from her celestial abode, and distinct- 
ly to speak out her response, far above the pro- 
foundly low and deev-toned music of the spheres. 
Fondly, too, will we expect her utterance to be 
recognized, and echoed, and reverbe:ated, to 
every planet and every star throughout the uni- 
verse. Even -now, as she twinkles in the twi- 
light, sbe seems half incl ned to break the still- 
ness of the night by revealing ber secret before 
the time. 

The Secret of Venus is nothing less than the 
parallactic angle of the sun ; that is, tlhe angle 
contaimed by two lives drawn from the centre of 
the.sun, o2e to tae centre of the earth, the 
other a tangent to the earth. Upon the accuracy 
with woich this angle is measured depend, di- 
rectly or indirectly, ali astrosom.cal distances, — 
ihe distances of the earib and ali otoer members 
of the solar system from tie sun, and the dis- 
tances of the Axed stars from the solar system, 
and the velocity of light. It is diffienlt. then, 
fuliy to appreciate the real value o th's secret 
when it is upce in the possessivu of the scientitic 
world. 

The motions of Venus and the earth eround 
the sun are such that at the successive inte rvyals 
of 121\‘¢ years, 8 years, 105\¢ years, 8 yeurs, 
12146 years, and so on, the pilauet, io passing be- 
tween the earta and the sun, is 80 neartoal nea 
joining the cevtres of tbe earth and the sun, 
toat it will a; pear to traverse the eun's face. 
This is called a Transit of Venus. The first 
Transit known to bave been observed occurred 
ow the 4th of December, 1639; the second on 
the Sth of June, 1761; the third and last o:.e in 
tue past, on ‘he 3d of Jane, 1769. The first one 
in the future will occur on tie 8th of December, 
1874: the second, on the 6th of Decemoper, 
1882 ; the third on the 7th of June, 2004. 

in the mterval of i05‘¢ vears, elapsing be- 
tween the la-t l'rvansit andahe next, the earth 
wili complete 1054 revolutions arouid the sun, 
whilst Venus, in the same time, w.jl complete 
l7i'¢ revolutions around that same cen‘ral body. 
It is plain, then, that, 
will compiete precisely sixty-six revolutions 
more tuau the earch; tat is, at the time of the 
next Transit, ‘be wil be passing the sixtv-sixth 
time between the earth and the sun since the last 
Transit. 
were not suflicieutiv pear the line joining tue 
centres of the earth and the sun as to appear 
upou the sun’s face; and, as the interval be- 
tween these passages is about 584 davs, the six- 
tv-five bave already occured, and nine-tenths of 
the time has elapsed between the sixty-tifth 
passage and the next Transit of Venus. 

Venus, our present beautiiul evening-star, 
therefore, baving passed around berond the gun, 
and baving attaived her greatest eastern elonga- 
tien, is bow sweeping along towards a voint be- 
tween the carta aod the suo. The time of her 
setting is coming nearer and nearer tuat of tba 
sun, and, ai the time of the Transit, ic will. ’ve 
the same. After the Transit, she wili set gnd 
rise before the sua, and will again be our morn- 
ing-star. 

S nce only that half of a planet sh nes which is 
towards the sun, the part turued toward the 
ea:th at the time of the Transit wil te thor- 
ouzhiy dark, aod it wi'lappear to be a round 
black spot on the face of the sun. The diame- 
ter of Venus is only about 1-120 of thie diame- 
terof the sun; but, as her distance from the 
-un is only about three-fourths of tine distance 
of the earth from the sun, the play.et will be at 
a point about one-fourth of the dij. .tauce from 
the earth tothe sun; and, hence, the diamere- 
of the spot, as compared withthe diame e of 
the sun, will oe ab out four times 1ts real jength. 
The diameter of the spot will, therefore. be 
about one-thirtieth of the diam eter of the ann. 
This app: r n° great black bead will puss over ths 
face of the sun from left to rijrlit, aod the phe- 
pomenon will last about four Lours. 

On the 8th of December, 1874, tbe; Transit will 
begin about 8 o'clock p. m., and. wiil end at 
about 11:45 o'clock p. m., Chicac’o solar time.* 
Tie phenomenon, Uverefore, will 1101 be visible in 
the United States. 

To those points of the exrth on longitnde 
about 120 deg. east of Greenwicl: the Transit will 
begin on the 9th at about 10 «)’c'ock a. m.. and 
end about 2 o’clock p. m., ani the middle of the 
phenomenon will occur at nocn. This meridian 
passes throigh the eartern pert of Asia and the 
western part of Australia. Near this hne will be 
the most favorable positic»ns from which to take 
observations on the Traasit. As the declivation 
of the sunatthe time of the Transit will be 
about 224¢ deg. south, to one located on latitude 
as many degrees south, and on the previously- 
mentioned longiiude, the: sun, at the middie of 
the pbenomenon, will be precisely in the 
zenith. At this instant, the Transit will be visi- 
ble at al] places not exce eding 90 deg. from this 
poiut. This point will t.e found in the western 
part of Australia ; and ‘:his distance will extend 
as far to the east on the equator as long.

A CHILD’S UNDERGARMENT 

intended for either boy of gifl. This was madé 
of elastic material, and may be of any woven 
goods, whether cotton, woolen, or silk, but it 
must be elastic. The material is that which 
is generally known as ladies’ and gentle- 
men’s underwear. That specially used on 
this occasion was of A. T. Stewari’s 
importation, with improvements patented by 
Mrs. Flynt, she trasting to the honor of all pres- 
ent not to infringe upon her rights. The child’s 
garment was the ordinary undershirt used either 
for boys or girls. It, however, was so improved 
upon as to make of it an entirely new affair. It 
had facings of muslin on the front or back, and 
buttons and button-holes to fasten it all the 
way down. Then other straps of strong cotton 
tape were applied, passing over the aléulder and 
down each side to the front, and back to the 
bottom. Another tape band in the centre of the 
front for boys, and the back for girls, was algo 
added. These were used as supports for 
ali the garments, makiog the sboulders, 
as they should be, the points of snpport. A 
series of buttonholes in these bands served to 
hold the under-drawers. 

Next the stockings, supported by elastic bands 
crossed in the centre, and fastening on two bat- 
tons at the waiet and two on the stocking, were 
applied. The outer drawers were next added, 
which fastened on another row of buttons, mak- 
ing these three portions of a child’s attire entire- 
ly dependent upon the undershirt. The un- 
elastic material applied to the elastie gave firm- 
néss and prevented any slipping or displacement 
of the garments. They could be removed with- 
out separating them, orcould all be taken spart, 
or changed without trouble.

‘This was really in answer to a query 
from some lady as to howthe corset was to be 
worn. Mrs. Fiynt said that she did not recog- 
nize corsets; that she wonld have nothing to do 
with corsets ; that after this discovery so trifling 
a difference ina sieeve could occasion so much 
pain, she felt certain that

must be infinitely more hurtful. To think was 
to resolve with the fashionable dressmaker of 
Boston. Next day her eorsets were dispensed 
with, and she received her customers in a skirt 
and undervest. Ailtbat day she fancied tiat 
she was quite nude, and made sundry visits to 
the mirror to assure herself that she was decent- 
ly clad to appear before people. The second day 
she felt as if she had lost every friend she had 
in tbe world. The third day the gloom increased. 
The fourth the clouds commenced breaking; the 
fifth the sun shone in fitful gleams; the sixth 
there was a bright unclouded sky, and she was 
herself again in perfect health. She weighed 
200 pounds; since she had left off corsets she

Sir: There was great disappointment among 
the Jadies who attended the Woman’s Congress 
this morning, on hearing that the garments ex- 
hibited by Mrs. Flynt were patented,and very ex- 
pensive. Let me say to them that there are im- 
provements in dress which are not open to this 
objection, and that, by request ofa number of 
my friends, I propese to show the ladies of Chi- 
cago how they can dress themeelves and children 
healthfully, at iess than the present outlay. The 
garment I have been wearing for years, and call 
a **Gotin,” is, I think, far superior to the under- 
wear invented and patented by Mra. Flynt; and 
the invention is free to all. If any of my af- 
flicted sisters will do me the favor to make an ef- 
fort toward a healthful costume, and so give me 
bright faces to look upon, I shall be largely re- 
paid for a good dealof labor in aiding them. I 
thank Mrs. Fiynt, and the Congress, for develop- 
ing the latent discontent of women with their 
present miserable, death-dealing style of dress ; 
and I admire her business-taet in making her in- 
vention conduce to her own wealth. There are 
thousands of women who wil! follow the lead of 
a fashionable dressmaker, acting as an agent for 
A. T. Stewart, who would not take one step by 
direction of a physician, not even to save their 
own lives. These will find employment, for a 
Season, in trywg Mrs. Flynt’s garments, which 
must be superseded by something better; but 
just new they are astep in the right direction, 
and, forthem, I am devoutly thanhful. The 
ground of her potent—i. e., “ appiting inelastic 
to elastic material "—appears to me absurd, since 
every one who runs a tape on the hee! of a stock- 
ing, or bastes a muslin stay across the shoulder 
of a knit shirt, applies aninelastic to an elastic 
material, for the same purpose that Mrs. Flynt 
sews Common tape on to knit undergarments as 
the basis for button-holes. Moreover she has been 
niggardiy of her inelastic materia! ; for, as there 
is none across the shoulders, and the weight of 
outside drapery is to be thrown upon tapes 
running up and down over the pointof the 
shoulder, the elastic garment must spread, and 
bring the weight down upon the arms,—thus 
continuing the present trursed-fowl difficulty. 
There is no physiological support for clothing 
but the firm lines of the shoulder, between the 
upper joimtof the arm andthe neck; and the 
principal fault of Mre. Flvnt’s garment is, that it 
proposes to support the clothing on the point of 
the shoulder, right across the joint ; and thatthe 
inelastie material will give or stretch 80 as to 
throw the weight on the arms and hold them down. 
The reason she gives for this is, that the garment 
may be cut so as to be worn with a low-necked 
drees. Now, there can be no genuine dress-re- 
form wiih low-necked dresses; and all attempts 
to support clothing on the shoulder, and leave 
them bare, must be failures until two and two 
cease to be four, Mrs. Fivnt throws up her own 
arm to show that the joint is free; but we must 
not forget that she is a capital saleswoman, ad- 
vertising her goods; and that her assertions do 
not change the laws of gravity.

which she shares with man, and the duty of working 
for the happiness and progress of her fellow-creatures 
—s responsibility w cannot be avoided 
ying retribution of confirmed sel 

with it its own punishment. The happ 
it promises never comes. The success which it 
achieves is always qualified by discontent. 
sweetest cup of inordinate gratification which it 
may drain has a bitter drop of dis- 
appointment at the bottom. Morally we 
are #80 constituted that we keep only 
what we cheerfully give. The temperance 
man who has had the largest experience will tell you 
that there is no safety for the reformed drunkard ex- 
cept in working to reform others—that he is in danger 
of relapse the moment he ceases to labor in the cause, 
A woman may not be in seo much danger of this par- 
ticular excess, but there is an inebriety of the soul 
which may enslave her, should she abandon herself to 
a life of self-gratification, of indifference and of sen- 
suous indolefce, This it is which Makes Work for the 
sake of others necessary for her own. 

THERE ARE OTHER DANGERS 
which should arouse her so well known that they hard- 
ly need mention. Why should we rehearse the old, 
old story of blasted domestic happiness, of pinching 
penury, of cruel disappointment, of shattered hopes, 
of the husband daily sinking into a deeper slougb of 
degredation, of the children cowering under the un- 
timely darkness which has fallen upon the morning of 
their young lives? Phe tMmtter truth has been fold 
until through iteration it has almost become tedious, 
It has been wr in pathetic verse; it has been wailed 
upon the platforms; it has been wildly shouted 
in the streets, and it has been heard in 
the stifled sobs of the broken-hearted wife and 
mother years ago.

THE PALPABLE RESULTS 
achieved. The real accomplishment is in the addition 
on the right side to the weight of public opinion, 
which is necessarily of slow growth, These revivals, 
if they may be called so, are necessary to Keep alive the 
true social sentiment respecting intemperamce. An- 
other great protest against a great ein has been pub- 
lished and recorded. Another general appeal haa been 
uttered to the common sense of the community. An- 
other presentation has been made at the bar of the 
world, of a crime, shared aiike by the buyer and the 
seller, of a murderous and maddening crime against 
the dignity of man and the peace and happiness of the 
family. This should console, at least, if it does not 
content us. For it is the vice of all our best effort, 
that we are restive under incomplete and fragmentary 
results, Sin, wrong, outrage, injustice, oppression, 
aud mistake seem to the clear and honest intellect so 
utterly outside the pale of compromise, that we expect 
them, upon their first denunciation, incontinently to 
disappear, I suppose that there were those who real- 
ly expected, after a sufficient crusading that 
the vending and consumption of whisky and 
beer would cease altogether. Alas! they - are 
like all other forms of evil, the necessary result of 
human infirmity, The vital point is to keep them 
under 

A PERPETUAL BAN, 

Most of the great vices are there already, 
and are kept there by the . pulpit, the 
press, and the platform, We do not expect them to dis- 
appear altogether, and neither can we expect intemper- 
ance entirely to cease. It has not the fixed propor- 
tions and materiality of a bad institution which may 
be definitely swept away by an enactment, This is why 
laws against rum-selling are in a perpetual course of 
amendment, earried on sometimes with so little 
dexterity that it is found, asin Maine recently, after 
years of legislation, with act heaped upon act, that 
there is really no law against the selling at all. 

Yot it is nevertheless true that public opinion against 
the traffic has been immeasurably strength ened in that 
State in spite of all the blundering. Of woman’s con- 
tribution to the formation of this opinion there and 
every where else, of ita realty and its value, there can 
be no question whatever, If we were not already vot- 
ing in a certain way, decidedly thongh indirectly, upon 
most questions affecting good morals, men would be- 
seech us at once to accept the right of suffrage and 
upon all possible occasions to exercise it without fail, 
In__—ithis matter of imtemperance woman 
has for a tong time made herself both 
conspicuous and useful, Some of the cleverest and 
most persuasive books which have been written against 
the vice, have come from her hand. Of the various 
temperance societies, she has usually been an equal 
and industrious member; indeed, she has been ag 
thoroughly in this great work as she was in that of 
the abolition of Slavery. It is not specially to the 
credit of men that she has been heartily welcomed to

This would be @ 
heathen and nota Obristian, a barbarous and nots 
civilized country, if a great deal of this quiet, unosien- 
tatious and beautiful work were not ali the time going 
on within its borders. Im the large cities amd the 
towns, and in the smaliest village, there are always 
women engaged in this blessed missionary toil, a 
the more of it we have the less will drunkenness dis- 
grace and perplex us. All are free to undertake it 
who have heart and hand and voice fitting them for 
the divine duty. No woman who fully compreheuds 
the opportunity, and who really hungers to save the 
victims of drunkenness, will wait for us to solve the 
question which is now before us. For, after all, it is 
a matter of doing what the hands find to do, It is the 
resolute will which discovers the opportunities. Oaly 
the loving and tender eyes see the chances of kind- 
ness and succor, Oaly the great-hearted comprehend 
the secret of persuasion, and methods them- 
selves always to a mature which really seeks them. 

So, recurring once more to our question, 
How cai women best oppose intewp-r- 
ance? there comes to us, im the lLght 
of what bas been said, an answer

who, upon a full comprelension of all these evils, is 
more anxious to serve than to be spoken of, and who 
deems no service small which is heartily and conscien- 
tiously rendered. It has been said—and with a de- 
ree of truth—that there is not a family in the United 


suffering and mortification which intemperance en- 
tails, This shows you the width of the field and the 
variety of opportunity. What a tragedy it is of broken 
hearts, of Litter disappointments, of blasted hopes, of 
exquisite sorrow, and of griefs too great for utterance | 
‘When war came, and every Southern wind brougat to us 
the groans of our wounded and dying soldiers, woman 
knew what todo! When the seals of the pestilence 
are broken, and crowded cities are wailing beneath 
its etroke, women know what te do! When children 
are to be tended, and guarded, and guided, as they 
make their firat trembling trial of life’s journey, women 
know what todo! When poverty has invaded 4 house- 
hold, when the hearth is eold and the eupboard is 
empty, and the haif-naked frames are shivering in the 
dark and the night time, women know what 
to do! When God dealls away father and 
mother, and the iiitie or wretch 
wails Out its piteous appeal for succor, wemen know 
whatto do! Hereis something,—call it shame, or 
crime, or what you wiil,—which puts out the light and 
banishes the joy of home, which — death busy, 
which is remorselessly breaking a thousand hearts 
daily, which is the accursed cause of countless accursed 
effects, the terror of mothers, the bane of wives, the 
‘agony of children,—bere it is in its naked and hateful 
deformi¢y ; aud shall we be toid thas woman does not 
know what to do?

MRS. LIZZIB BOYINGTON HARBERT, 
of Iowa, said : 

As an answer to the question, How cao wom- 
en best oppose intemperance ? compressed into a 
five minuies’ speech, [ would answer, by placing 
@ premium apon manly virtue. 

Yielding to none m my love of womanhood, I 
do feel that women will not be true to their 
highest womanhood so long as they do not sedu- 
lously exclude from theif society persistent men- 
drunkards as they do women-drunkards, 

ln all this my sympathy extends to the fallen 
man, and yet, forthe saxe of the young man- 
hood of this nation, let us reserve the prizes of 
society for moral men. Women have been rep- 
resented by men for 100 years. In view of the 
fact that we are thus represented we ask of men 
to see to it that we are fairly represented. 

One other point: We hear a great deal in re- 
gard to personal liberty being abridged. etc. 
Suppose in your city a fearful disease should 
manifest itself, and certain articles of food were 
found to produce fatal results, could their sale 
not be prohibited as a health ordinance 
alone; and in view of the fearful disease 
drunkenness, whieh is devasting our land,—in 
view of the dread processions filing from be- 
hind the sereened doors of fashionable saloons 
down to the drunkard’s grave in the potter’s 
field,—we ask of a masculine legisiation that so 
much of the personal hberty of liquor venders 
may be abridged as to close the doors of the 
gilded temptations which tempt our boys. 

MISS WILLARD. 

Miss Frances Willard, President of the Chi- 
cago Woman's Temperance Society, followed 
wita a lengthy paper, a synopsis of which is 
appended : 

In tying together with my poor thread of speech the 
resulteof s summer largely spent in temperance studies, 
I owe it to my audience to refer to my authorities, I 
did not consult with Dr. Howard Crosby nor Arch- 
bishop Parcell, of Cincinnati, nor observe the equi- 
poise of hand and brain with which they rose from 
the rare wines of their luxurious tables, but I did 
listen thoughtfully to C. H, Hovey, President of a 
Massachusetts Heform Ciub, who told how, froma 
“little light port wine punch now and then at a sup- 
per,” he went wp to thirty-five glasses of liquor per 
day, and to scores of reformed of similar experience, 

I took careful notes of what the physicians in Re- 
formatory Homvs for the Inebriates had to say of the 
causes and cure of intemperance, and avatled myseif 
of the experience of men who have given a lifetime to 
the cause, Adid mot seek the counsel of ward poli- 
ticians who swing their hats and hurrah for * person- 
al liberty,” but talked for hours and days with women, 
who had no votes to lose nor place to win, and who 
were only leagued in the endeavor to restore to the 
bond-slaves of rum that liberty which gives man back 
to himeeif, 

THE CONCLUSIONS 
Ihave reached were about these: How can woman 
best oppose intem) #rance ? 

Firsi—Very much as man can, The algebraic ex- 
pressic' of their p¢ wers would be: Weapons of women 
equal vc the Gospel. Weapons of man equal to the 
Law. That ie, while in some circumstances efther 
might suitably use both, yet, man’s hand is more 
trained to wield the heevy ax of Law, woman’s voice 
better tuned to prociaum the giad tidings of good will 
and peace, 

Second—As a class we sfive an overwhelming refuta- 
tion to the fallacy that the “ appetite for alcohol is 
universal, hence natural,’ but as individuals we can 
only offer prevailing precept from the fortress of a 
perfect example, 

Third—By making th attractions of home ont- 
weigh those of the ciub oi the saloop, The lady re-

Journal, attacking the crusaders, accusing *‘ women 
of being specially responsible for this condition of 
things. tisfrightful to think what sort of home 
the man must have who wr ote all this, and more par- 
ticularly what a leaden sort of breakfast his wife must 
have sei before him the morning that he forged the 
thunderbolt hurled at the av erage American interior.

It is a 
spiritual planet, revolving on its own axis, 
around its own spiritual sun, and in its own 
spiritual solar system, and is subject to laws 
just as perfect as the laws governing in tie 
physical solar system that comes within the 
range of human sense; and yet, wherever a 
spirit oan exist, there, in degree, ia a sprrit- 
world, but not the spiritual pianet proper of 
this material earth.” 

SPRING GARDEN CITY. 

Mr. Parker also says that be lives in Spring 
Gardey City. Spirit is but sublimated matter, 
aud matter, after all; therefore it requires a 
given time for that body of matter, or spirit, to 
pass from one poiut to another. ; 
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Lhe time ro- 
quired depends very much upon the strength or 
will of the spirit, and upon its knowledge of the 
eloments through which it has to pass; of the 
universal powers with whieh it has to deal. 
Bome spirits can pass through space more 

uickly than others ; some find it exceediugly 
ifficult, because they do not know how to take 
the best advantage of the curreuts and cross- 
elurrents of Maguetic and electric life that they 
meet with. “bo then,” continues the disem- 
bodied Mr. Parker, ‘if I say I can leave this 
place and be at my own villa in Spring Garden 
City in tive seconds of earth-time, you are not 
to suppose that every other spirit can do the 
same thing, only that I can doit.” These hu- 
man wills, in the spirit world, are the fast or 
the slow horses that you have to drive. 

, CELESTIAL SCENERY. 

Mr. Davis says tiat the Sammer-Land is vastly 
more beautiful than the most beautiful land- 
scape of earth. Celestial waters are more lim- 
pid, the atmosphere more soft and genial, the 
streams are aiways musical, and the fertile 
islands there are always fullof meanings. The 
trees are not exotics, and the birds are literally a 
part of the celestial clime, every one having its 


| teason of divine significance. The Summer-Land 
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is every way a world as actualas this. Itiss 
comprebensivesphere. Astronomicflly speaking 
the earth is on one side of that vast galaxy of 
suns and planets termed the ‘‘ milky way,” and 
directly across this great physical belt of stars 
we find the sublime repose of the Summer-Land, 
and this is but the receptacle of the immortal in- 
habitants who ascend from the different planets 
that belong toour solar system. These plapots 
all have celestial rivers, whieh lead from them 
toward the heavenly shores. The spirit-lend has 
a firmament. Ii is filled with stars and suns and 
satellites. It rollsin the biue immensity. The 
sky there is not withontitsclouds. They change 
very much like the clouds in our tropics, yet they 
do not much resemble them. The changes are 
like those in the southern skies, but the clouds 
themselves are very different. 
A SUMMER-LAND CITY. 

In a volume containing communications from 
distinguished personages in the other world, 
sofd at the Snviritualists’ bookstores, there is an 
account of the City of Spring Garden, before al- 
luded to, as the regiagence of the spirit body of 
Theodore Parker, The late Margaret Fuller, 
Countess d’Ossoli, is the alleged authority for 
the statements contained ia this connection. 
Probably the description will answer for er 
cities in the spirit world. Spring Garden con- 
tains between 69,000 and 70.000 inhabitants, a 
majority of whom are engaged in literary and 
artistic pursuits. It is just the place where all 
good newspaper men are likely to go when they 
shuffle off. The streets are handsome, the pave- 
ments being covered with a britliant enamel, 
which is formed by dampening a certain yellow 
powder, which, when hardened, shines like am- 
ber. They are laid out in circles surrounding a 
large park of several acres, which forms 
the centre of the city. This park is 
embellished with trees and owering 
piants of every description, and does not 
differ materially from the extensive parks to be 
found on earth, except in the management. 
Forming ay outer circle to the park, is the main 
thoroughfare of the city. The buildings are of 
a light, graceful stvle of architecture, adapted to 
the out-door life which the neople generally lead, 
fhe street facing the rark is devoted to the dis- 
play of commodities and creations of the sirit 
world and its mhabitants. More beautiful fab- 
rics, finer than the web of a spider, and oraa- 
mented with the most exquisite floral desiens 
taken from Nature, are exposed to view. There 
are, however, no millinery establishments in 
Spring Garden City, and the fema'es wear simply 
their own beautiful hair, which they adorn with 
flowers and a peculiar lace ‘“*as thin as a 
breath.” There are many artists’ studivs in the 
streets, and the art of painting isearried to great- 
er perfection than it ever has been on earth. The 
city contains many institations of learning, which 
are accessible toall. Among tho residents of 
Spring Garden City, mentioned by the Countess 
d’Ossoli, are Theodore Parker, Nathaniel Haw- 
thorne, and Abraham Lincolo. The late Presi- 
dent has some members of his family with him, 
and appears very Happy and contented. The son 
for whose loss he zrieved amid the honors of the 
White House is vow his friend and eompanion. 
Matters of S.ate oceupy hia mind but little, but 
he is deeply interested in humanity, and is 
anxious to elevate and harmonize the whole 
human family, ‘theodore Parker, when he first 
came to Spring Garden, decided to devote bim- 
self to the cultivation of land, but he soon drift- 
ed into the rostrum, and twice a week one with 
clairvoyant eves may see the fair maidens and 
gallant swains of this beautiful city wending 
their way to his little home and garden in the 
suburbs, where, amid the flowers, he descants to 
them, in his eloquent way, on life aud the at- 
tributes of the human soul, and also upon his 
life experiences. 

NEWSPAPERS. 

There are three daily papere isauéd in Spring 
Garden, and only three. One is especially de- 
voted to reporting news from earth,—revolutions 
that transpire, changes in State and national 
polities (how the Spring Gardeners muat be dis- 
gusted with Grant’s policy in Louisiana!), recent 
accidents which have thrown individuals suddea- 
lyinto the epirit world, and to recording the 
names, as far as possible, of persons who have 
recently died on earth. It may be well surmised 
that the obituary column is the most interesting 
in this heaveniy journal. Henry J. Raymond is 
following the journalistic profession in spirit- 
laod. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

There are numerous theatres and otber nlaces 
of amusement in Spring Garde». Two theatres 
are devot2d to dramas originating with in- 
habitants of the Summer-Land, and another to 
those written by mortals... The places of amuse- 
ment are of Jarge capacity and free to all who 
may wish to énjov the performances. Among 
the actors who bave recently plaved engage- 
ments in Spring Garden, accordiag to the 
Countess @’Oasoll. are Garrick, Macready, Kean, 
Kemble, the elder Booth, Cooke, Mrs. Siddens, 
Mme. Rachel, George Holland, and Wiliam F. 
Burton. She @ays that she is informed that the 
Rey. John Newland Maffit, the once celebrated 
revivalist, who had just such adomestic affliction 
while on earth as Mr. Beecher is troubled with, 
sat present a distinguished actor in the spirit 

yorid. 
MAT.RIAGE. 

In the Summer-Land ( we again quote from the 
yolumes just alluded to,and not from A.J. 
Davis this time) the union of- male and female 
occurs from very similar causes to those which 
bring about like. uvsions on earth: The parties 
are drawn toeach other through the operation 
of a vatural law, and the result is creater happi- 
ness than is usualiv fousd on earth in these re- 
lations. Marriagein tho spirit-land is uot an 
indissoiuble bond. Some minds associate together 
iu harmony and expandinthe same direction, 
and with taese the unionis permanent. Thero 
are others whose st:tes and conditions after a 
while become changed. Such seck new com- 
panions, and this is permitted without discredit 
tothe individuals. Many forms of murriage 
ceremonies are extant in the different societues 
and countries. Garliods of flowers and sympho- 
nies of divine music are bestowed npon the bride 
and bridegroom. From these spiritual mar- 
riages are born soul attributes{[sic]. NHnman 
peings are never generated. ‘They need what is 
known as the materia! world for their nurture and 
growth. 

THE CONGRESS. 

Thore is a body, or assucialion, in the spirit 
world called **Tho Congress.” It is an or- 
-anization devoted to reform, to gathering to- 
sethber the best agents or means by which to 
inaugurate vayious reforms on earth—for exam- 
pie, m temporance, in war, in justice iu its 
various depattmenta; in fact, with all the re- 
forms that ave taking piace on earth this Con- 
gress of Spirits has something to do. A spirit 
commusicating in teference to this Cougress 
says: ‘* lt ;roposes, as a basic power, to over- 
Jurow old theology, and to inaugurate, in its 
etead, a livera/, natural religior, something that 
will meet the demands of every age; something 
that will crow-—that need bot and cannot be put 
upon parchments, for they do not grow; but 
something that will grow as societies grow, as 
people grow, as earths grow, and thus will meet 
the demands at ali times.’’ Among the American 
members of the Congross are Benjamin Frank- 
lin, Theodore Parker, Joho A. Audrew of Magzg- 
eachusets, and Dr. John W. Francis. Thomas 
Paine, author of the **Age ef heasoa,” is Presi- 
dent of the Congress. 

THE ISLAND OF AKROPANAMEDE. 

Mr. Davia has discovered an is:aud in Summer- 
Land caiici Akropanamede. It is situated ina 
very vaat oody of what would be cailed water on 
the earth. Thereisa spriug ou toe island calicd 
Porilcum, aod there is a veartiful eluster of 
springs some distance to the west which thoy 
name **The Porilla,” andevery one of these 
eprings gives olf exceedingly sweet musical 
sounds, wnich are fuli of “‘uvutterable siguiii- 
eance.” Those harmonious notes blend with the 
streamlet»#, which louse themselyes in a beautiful 
river that flows along the flowery patbs of the 
Hoapitalia. Tbis pame is given to one of the 
temples whero persons who had become at- 
tached to some peculiarthing in this world, so 
thatit bad become an infatuation with them, 
are taken to becured. Itis ons of the many 
aitvactive sanitary temples of reform on that 
beautiful island. Here, also, is situated ** tae 
grandest temple of treasured antiquities ” [sic}. 
The Brotherhood ecail it Aggamede, moaning 
‘ The Cabinet of Antiquity.’’ Nothing on earth 
can equal this wonderful edifice. In extent, 
nehness, and finish it is overwhelming. The 
building substance is called aureola, and is 
eighty times finer than the finest earthly glass. 
it is wondrously strong. 

ROSALIA. 

Rosalia is also an island on which dwell people 
who never inhabited the planet earth. Mr. 
Davie understands that the residents of this spot 
are from the just maturing planets of Mercury 
and Venus. ‘‘ Lonalia” is a neighboring island 
inbabited by young persons from earth who died 
as orphans. *‘On this heavenly spot they are 
introduced to those who were their parents in 
epirit, but of whom they were bot always phys- 
iologically born on earth.” 

TRAVELING SPIRITS. 

There ie a class of persons in the spirit world 
who are great travelers. ‘They are almost like 
our gypsies. They form themselves into affini- 
tive groups and go on protracted journeys to far- 
off planets and suns, and do not return to their 
pavilions for years. Mr. Davis says that ‘* Katie, 
my former companion, came to me and said that 
she was then to start upon a journey, and she 
bas not yet returned, or I should have heard 
from her. She had joined the group of excur- 
sionists without kaowing whither they were 


= GERMANS IN HEAVEN. 
Zellabingen is a vast German association. It is 
musical througheut, and is composed of persons 
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who bad not, before death, scqured the power 
of song, but who ao enthusiasts 
ardent love of music,—wouls whose desire 
or song had not been ed on earth, Lin- 
denstein and Moren are Russian and Aus- 
trian associations. ‘The former are immersed al- 
most wholly in matters of history with reference 
to races on this and other piayets. yer are 
almost Teutonic in their modes of study, and 
associate themselves in large mbiages. ‘The 
Austrian brotherhood is engaged in studving the 
best forms of goverpment di ferent 
téives and people of the earth. 
COLOBED PERSONS, 

There are persons of color in Summer-Land. 
Monazolappa is the only exclusively African 
realm that Mr. Davis has been abie to discern in 
the spirit world. He describes a number of other 
national brotherhoods, and it seems that the tend- 
ency among the inhabitants of the better world 
is toward association. ‘here are a species of 
spirits inhabiting a locality of their own which 
Mr. Davis bas taken the trouble to write a book 
about, by way of warping us agadost them. They 
are mischief-loving spiriis. 


DIAKKA, 
They inhabit the belt ealled Duco Major. A 
Diakka is av unbalanced, notwn evil person, He 
wanders iv his own congenial forest, never rest- 
ing, never satisfied with life, often amusing him- 
self with juggiery and tricky witticisms, invaria- 
bly victimizing others, secretly tormenting 
mediums, causing them to exaggerate in speech 
and falsify by acts, unlocking and unboiting the 
street doors of your bosom and memory, poimting 
your feet in wrong paths, and far more. He 
delights in flattering modiums, and more per- 
ticularly in making magnificent promises to 
foitune-seekers, who, prompted by the eyils of 
their selfishness, interrogate mediums for their 
private gain. Vain-minded investigators receive 
most gorgeous promises of great personal prom- 
inence. Some of these amazing promises are 
accompanied with the most satisfactory evi- 
dences of spiritual intercourse, In short, the 
Diakka is the spirit who comes quickest at your 
call, who moves the table, and produces the 
raps; Who mischieyously personates your dead 
relatives, aud creates tae noises and habbub 
heard ia hayoted houses, The strange mani- 
testations of flying saucepaps and pokers in 
Milwaukee, and animated brick-bats in Georgia, 
must be attributed to the pranks of the Diak«a. 
ir. Davis says thatit is the Diakkas who ma- 
terialize, ‘* Katie Kiuog” is a Diakka. The spirit 
forms, therefore, which materialize at the house 
of the Eddys in Chittenden, Vt., and pretend to 
be the friends and relatives of persons in the 
audienee, are only Diahkas, or, as the orthodox 
clergymen putit, demons. hey are a race of 
deceive.s, aud it is @ prolitiesa business to listen 
to their precteuded revelations. 
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PASTORAL VISITS. 
Te the Fditor ef The Chieaeo Tribune: 

Sin: It is melancholy to see the way that ‘* M. 
M.” attempts to dispose of this question. She 
seems to take it for granted that every ** woman 
whe rega:ds her own good name and respeets her 
husband” must be lamentably deficient in ail 
those qualities which are the stamina of good 
character, and, keenly conscious of this terrible 
state of things, * would rather not entertain any 
gentlemen in his absence.” At the same time, 
‘“‘M. M.’s” representative woman, who eares so 
much for her name and her busband, rather 
than be thought “rude and inhospitable,” and 
at the fearful risk of losing character and con- 
jugal respect, gives way toa conventionalism, 
aud opens her doorto the unwelcome guest. 
lt were sad indeed to think that all 
women were composed of such weak ma- 
terial. Who can swallow such an absurdity?

Granted thas she is inti- 
mately acquainted with the visitiag motives of 
at least 6 dozen pastors (and that isa large num- 
ber for ope perser to know), and kaows them to 
be trivial, yet, ag she respects the truth, let her 
exercise ‘‘ sweet caarity”’ 83 to the motives of 
the buudreds that she ig not acquainted with 
ai ail, 

lt must be admitted that there are other ob- 
jects tor pastoral visitation beside the ** ostensi- 
vie” one. ‘lhe paster does pot always come into 
the fami:y simply 60 ingeire after its spiritual wel- 
fare. Luat may often be done at chureh-gatber- 
ings and prayer-meetings; but sueh weifare is 
promoted oy olber meaus than simply inquiring. 
He wishes to know the people ‘hat bave asked 
him to preach to them. When recognized on 
the street, or grasped by the hand of one of hia 
parishioners, it is desirable that he should know 
whetaer it is done by John Brown Smith, or by 
Join Smith brown, or by their respective wives 
and ciildren. How much influence for 
good will a@ pastor (if he be ever so 
vood) have over the rising generation of 
his congregation if he never knows them, except 
in their Sunday clotues? Surely, the social life 
connected with the ebureb is of paramount im- 
portance t> both pastor and people. As for gos- 
sip, those who possees a good name have nothing 
to fear trom that quarter. ** M. M.” admits that 
Visiting may be of use im afilicvion. Lf a pastor's 
advice aud prayers are worth auythiog then, why 
nos in hoaith and prosperity? If the sick and 
the poor need pastoral visitation, 80 do the well 
and the rich ; for ali ave aiike miserable sinners. 

if a nan Dolding the ohice of a pastor bas not 
enough of Ciristianity in his character to carry 
him tbrough the duties of bis calling, and to en- 
able himto mingle with all kinds of peopie, 
without deviating one iota from what he kraows 
to be true aud right, then the sooner he “steps 
down aud out” the better for him andthe 
Caurch; andif, in the yarious churches, there 
are women confeseediy weak, who dare not trust 
themselves Lo entertain 9 gentieman—not even 
their own pastor—in the abseace of their hus- 
bands, let them take speedy warning by the 
sorrowful eareer of Mrs. Tilton, and proceed 
to (ase astaad so high om the plane of recti- 
tude that, even in view of all the scandalous re- 
ports which have surfeited our ears and sickened 
our hearts, it will mot be necessary for husband 
and fathe: to jealousiy guard his home; for it 
will be a home that he can lovingly waich over.

We all know how, in old times, men, women, 
end children, uged to toil slong the road that 
leads up the Platte River. We know how tired 
and foot-sore the horees and catile used to get, 
and how weary every animal became. The hot

THE JAPANESE COURT. 


As it Was, and as 1t Is. 
From a Lecture by Minister DeLona, 

Upon arriving in Japau my first duty, of course, 
was to present my letters of credence to His 
Majesty. To my surprise I was informed that I 
could ooly do 80 at an audience, at which, ‘al- 
though His Majesty would be present, he would 
be in a great part concealed from view, either by 
tapestry or by screens, and was further assured 
that an audience in this form was the only “way 
in which it had been accorded to others. I at 
once declined to be thus received. insisting that, 
as the represeutative of the President of the 
United Scates, I was entitled to stand in the full 
presence of His Majesty, and that to submit to 
anything else was to admit an imequality highly 
dercga:ory to my Government. This point was 
at last conceded. It was then proposed that I 
should hand my letters to the Prime Minister, 
who, in my presence, should hand them to His 
Majesty. This I hkewise declined to do, re- 
spectfully insisting that, as I was the bearer of 
& communication from the ruler of my peop'e to 
the iuler of theirs, it was my-duty to place the 
same personally in the bands of Hie Majesty. 

{t may strike you that these matters were un- 
so. I 
was laboring to sirike down an oriental dogms 
of superior.ty by asserting and maintaining un- 
equivocal equality. Prior to being received, I 
was turnished with a diagram showing the vari- 
lous a) proaches to the castie, the entrances 
thereto, the halls, apartments, and rooms there- 
in, which I was to enter or pass thiough. This 
diagram was so specific as to indicate the exact 
standpoint to be occupied by mv suite and mv- 
self, and also by the leading officers of the Jav- 
apese Government when in the immediate pres- 
ence of His Maj-s y. 

The form of ce emony described was that, when 
arrived at the casile, | was to be received at cue 
entrance by a Vice Miuister for Foreigy Affairs : 
by him, with my suite, I was to be escorted toa 
room ia the cas'le where I would be met by the 
chief Minister for Foreign Affairs, ani with him 
there partake of refreshments which I would 
find prepared. After whica I would be intro- 
duced to al! the other officers of State, who would 

etire immediatelv. After which, at the sound 
of mu: ¢ by the Cour: band, s:gnifving that his 
Majesty was ascending the throne, I would pro- 
ceed to the audience, escorted by the Minisver. 
At the time appointed I set out op my journey 
for the castle, surrounded and escorted by a lar: e 
body of troops, foot and horse, provided more 
for my protection than my hovor. The street 
coroers weie guarded by c mpanies of infau'rv, 
with ropes strecched across them to- keep back 
the surging multitudes who had astembied to 
see the foreigners pase, and who greeted our

I fouud His Majesty seated upon a throne | 
which I cannot attempt to describe, the whole | 


canovied by most magnificent damask, and 


flanked by griffins, birds, and animals in autique | 


bronze. We here repeated the prearranged con- 


gratulatory speeches, which sounded in the at- | 


mosphere of such surr undings aa false and 


hollow as language could. This being ended, I | 
advanced immediatelv to His Majesty and hand- | 
ed him my letter, receiving his own for the | 


President in return. While doing this, I noticed 
that His Majesty was very much azitated, he 
being a youth of only about 19 vears. This 
ceremony being concluded, we retired as we had 
been received. 

I have been thus particular in describing this 
reception in order that 1 might contrast it with 
certain ceremonies that occirred prior to my de- 
parture. Sbortly before my successor arrived, 
my colleagues and myself w«re invit d to at- 
tend with the Grand Duke cf Genoa, then in 
Japan on a visit, a review of troops in Jeddo, 
and a breakfast at a summer hose in the 
grounds of the castle; proceeding thither in 
carriages, we found a iarge body of troops, in- 
cluding all arms, artillery, cavalry, and infautry, 
awaiting us. Soon after, the Grend Duke, ac- 
companied by his suite, arrived and exchanged 
salu'ations with us. Immediately thereafter His 
Majestv came driving rapidly from the castle, 
escorted by about 100 mounted guards, present- 
ing a very dashing appearance in their uniforms 
of ecariet, greev, avd gold, with their tall 
plumes, bright lances, and pevons glittering in 
theeun, At once the review commenced, and 
was pronounced in every way highly creditable 
by the Italian, Eng'ish. French, and German 
military and naval officers there present, the 
troops being armed, equipped, and drilied in ex- 
act conformity with the system prevailing at 
present in France. 

The review being ended, we proceeded at once 
to the palace grounds, where His Majesty, 
desceuding from his carriage, surrounded by Lis 
chief officers of State and household, received 
us informally, and at once prececed us, accom- 
panied by the Grand Duke, in a promenade of 
neatly two hours’ duration throughout the 
grouuds. His Majesty was dressed in foreign 
stvle, wearing a foreign sword and cocked hat, 
and so were ail of his officers and attendants 
dressed, Illustrative of His Majesty's character, 
I mav mention that he exhibited to us with great 
pleasure @ little spot which he had prepared 
withiu ihe grounds, upon which was erected a 
peasant’s thatched hut, a perfect model of those 
commonly seen througbout the country, sur- 
rounded by a garden in which were growing all 
classes of grain, flowers and vegeiables commouly 
raised by thefarmer. This he had bad done to 
familiarize himself with agriculture and to 
understand the habits and wants of his people 
One thing very remarkable was observed 
by me during this promenade, namely, 
that nowhere throughout these extensive 
grounds, diversified by hills, valleys, 
and ravines, and in many places covered with a 
dense growth of trees, was there a single soldier, 
police, or other guardsman to be seen, thus 
proving how compietely His Majestv relies for 
his personal protection upon the devotion of his 
subjecis. 

The promenade being ended, we proceeded to 
a pavilion situated in another portion of ihe 
grounds, near a waterfall and a emall lake, 
where we found our breakfast avaiting us. The 
table was furnished and served in foreign stvie, 
aud whilst occupied with our breakfast we were 
entertained with mugic furnished by a band of 
Japanese musicians using exclusively foreign 
note-books and instruments, and discoursing 
foreigu airs. These musicians came suddenly 
from several little wooded glenx, and assembling 
upon the lawn across the lake looked very dash- 
ing in their scarlet uniforms and plumed caps. 
The Europeaus present at tae breakfast, includ- 
ing the lialian guests, who may be presumed to 
have been connoisseurs, assured me a/iter the 
entertainment was over that they were sur- 
prised and delighted with the excellence of the 
music. 

While sitting there at the table opposite this 
mysterious potentate, who was mingling thus 
familiarly with bis foreign guests, and observing 
him dressed io foreign etyle, spoiting a mustache 
and partaking of a meal served in a foreign 
manner, I contrasted it with his appearance and 
surroundings when I was at first received; and 
when I listened to that music, aud reflected that 
those musicians who were executing with so 
much excellence the ‘‘ Marseiilaise,” ‘‘ Wearin 
of the Green,” ard Sherman's ** March Throug 
Georgia,” were the same men who only four 
short years gone by had filled that old castle 
with such weird barbarian music as that to 
which I had listened upon the occasion of my 
first audience, is it at all strange that it should 
have seemed to me more magical than real ? 

Again, on the occasion of my last audience 
with His Majesty, in bidding him farewell, and 
introducing my successor, we were received by 
His Majesty almost without ceremony, in a draw- 
ing-room, without the semblance of a throne 
and there our letters and speeches were received 
and exchanged in a manner customary w:tb the 
President, of the United States upon similar oc- 
cazions.

Of course, Ly the 
very constilutior: of English society, having 
been born of cow rse and u1-bred parents, coarre 
aud ill bred they wiilltive and die; for a boor’s 
sou cannot rife, through public echoolsa, free 
lectures, political freedom, and the Republican 
ambition. of toanhood to growto ite fulles: 
stature, to be what many a peasant’s son is in 
America,—a g.entieman.

tients to participate advantages which are 
usnally by the healthy both in body 
and in fortune. The expenses of this charity 
bave been almost entirely defrayed by voluntary 
aid, and by weekly payments of a few shillings 
from each of the patients. The present Di- 
rectors of the hospital, considering that the 
indigent came from far and near as 
to the waters of Bethesda, concluded 
last year that it was expedient to make 
the charity one of national importance, and a 5- 
shilling annual subscription-list was set on foot, 
to which the contributions of everybody, poor 
and rich, who bad 5 shillings to spare, were so- 
licited. During the last year over £600 was co!- 
lected; for the English people, carrying the 
weight of its costly bauble, Royalty, on its back, 
is accustomed to give money witbout looking for 
any return. 

One of the things that impress an American 
most forcibly in Great Britain is 

THE SADDENING FREQUENCY 
of its charitable institutions and the multiplicity 
of its beggars. Saddening, I mean, not that the 
needy shou!d be too well provided for, but that, 
in the wealthiest nation of the world, thousands 
and tens of thousands of God’s creatures, un- 
able to win a fooibold for themeeives, are 
thrown iuto the bosom of charity to support the 
lite that otherwise would perish. The crown- 
diamonds, kept in the Tower, aud exhibited to 
admiring Mowarchista, and to calculating Re- 
publicaos (f:om a far country, where a man takes 
his credentials for honor, and position, and 
fame, from the God who made him, and not 
from arbitrary social conditions), at 6 pence a 
head, are valued at a sum the interest on which 
for a year, roughly calculated at Western rates, 
would pay our President's salary for half the 
usual term of office. And yet millions of En- 
glishmen groan under tue iron heel of poverty, 
because, treated ike children by the compara- 
tive few, who, born to rank and wealth, guide 
the ship of state, they have all of achild’s in- 
efiiciency, improvidence, ignorance, and willful- 
ness, aud, in too many instances, come upon the 
nation as a child comes upon its parent ior sup- 
port. It seems that the lower classes 
HAVE NO SELF-RESPECT; 
they often choore rather to beg than to work; 
they are rever educated by social influences to 
any increased measure of personal dignity, more 
than the cattle they feed or the beasts they drive 
aLeid. So itis tbatia London one cannot walk 
the length of a block that he does not pass 
some institution fur providing fur paupers 
that which paupers, properly infused with a 
raticnal pride of character, should provide for 
themselves, oearing the universal inecription. 
‘*Surported by volun’ary contributions.” And 
cope cannot walk half a biock in London, or drive 
a streci’s length in Margate, that mendicancy 
aces not assail him with piteous com) lainuts, 
which, if unheeded, not urfrequent]l tu:n into 
vituperation and ingult. 
BEGGING I8 ALMOST A FINE ART 
in England; so tbat, when we r.de out through 
the couvtry-roads, bordered with their beautiful 
sreep Ledges, or walk through the sylvan laves 
tbat are such lovely features of Engiish rural 
scenery, ve frequently are followed by comfort- 
ably-dressed boys, evidently the children of 
decent parents, who assume the professional 
whine and the despairing look of the ex- 
perienced begyar, and beseech us, ‘ for the love 
of Goa,” to give but’ a penny. And we 
often give the penny to nnd ourselves of 
objectionable companionship, although we bave 
a profound aud abid ng consciousness that the 
penupy goes for marbles or for sweets, and tbat 
we, by our cowardly concession to an iniquitious 
pracuce, have, in some slight degree, strength- 
eved the grip of the spacouda of meanness aud

The Author of “A Song of Labor.’ 

Scotland has produced poets, philosophers, 
historians, and men of sciénce, whose influence 
has been felt, and will continue fo be felt, by 
every succeeding generation of the human race. 
And bappily this fertile national intelleet, from 
which sprung the steam engive, and many other 
of the fairest fruits of modern culture, is by no 
means extinct, but flourishes as strongly to-day 
as it did 50 or 100 years ago. 

It is my intention, in this paper, to speak of 
one who will yet rank alongside of Burns and 
Carlyle, being made of kindred stuff, and having 
the same large-hearted, heroic, manly intellect, 
the only difference, perhaps, being in size. His 
teachings are pure, and broad, and healthy,— 
which cannot always be said of Burns, more’s 
the pity,—and he seems to understand the truth 
of Carlyle’s words, when he says: “It is a high, 
solemn, almost awful thought for every 
individual, that his earthly influence, which 
has bad a commencement here, will never, 
through all ages, were he the very meanest of us 
all, have an end.” From these words 
of grand old Thomas, it wili be seen that it is 
every one’s duty to help his brother upward 
from the earth-desire; and, seeing that a poet is 
allowed to have a deeper insight into haman 
life and fears, it is more especially his duty to 
wake the echoes of the world with snatches of 
song that will enable us to look up to some hing 
nobler and truer,—tar ** beyond the usele-s film 
of creeds.” 

Having premised this, I would now draw a 
little closer, and speak more personally of the 
mao,and of what he bas done for the march of 
me and the universal regeneration of the 
world. 

Born of bumbie parentage, in Kirkconoel, a 
Village in Duawfrieshire, Sco.land, some twenty- 
nine years ago, it may readily be surmised that 
Alexander Auderson received but a limited edu 
cation. Nor does it seem that he was more anx- 
ious than other boys to upprove bis brief time 
at schoul; for, speaking of the spot wiere ip 
chijdhood he wandered, he says: 

I see it still, the very same 
As when, a smooth-faced, sturdy duffer, 
I went to school, and, to my shame, 
Grew tired of knowledge, and to suffer, 

While receiving the rudiments of educa- 
tion, he was net remarkable for anything 
above the commomexcept being rather stiff to 
give in when engagéd iu those encounters to 
wiuich boys are more or lees addicted. In his pe- 
culiarly-bumorous way be says: “‘I fought my 
rivals like a fool, and thrashed them, for | knew 
no better.’’ And here I would remark that the 
child was father to the man, as his after-acbieve- 
ments in language and literature show. 

From boybood he passed to beardless youth 
end then firet-love shed ita rosy light over him, 
makiny bis brain and bosom glow, and srousipg 
the poctic fire, thereby enabling him to sing, in 
real Byronic strains, his woes to every listeving 
tree. But these whims of a hot and fickle youth 
passed .way with the passing years, and the poet 
soon found his heart saving to him: 

Thy manhood now must bave healthier strife, 
And bopes of higher beams, 

And more of work in ay Oey life, 
And leas of the early ras. 

This was a manly way to look forward to what 
Mr. Ardersou saw wust inevitably bea life of 
maoual labor, and is characteristic of almost 
every verse that has fallen from bis 
lips. In fact, to my thinking, there has 
uot been a Scotch poet since the days 
of Burns, in whose writings the true ring of 
maniy independence is 80 conspicuous 4s in 
those of Alexander Anderson. This is not gown 
forth, however, in an arrogant manner, vut in 
the spirit of one who has generous impulses, 
aud whois hopeful and cheerful, having the 
moral courage to keep on the even tenor of biz 
way, whacever may betide him. He bas so far 
shown the world that, though he can soar into 
the bigher realms of soul and intellect, he is still 
titted for the common uses of life, and is not 
afraid to meet the material exactious of a work- 
ingman’s existence because they are unpleasant, 
but rather deiights in thinking he is a working- 
men, able to fashion a watchword for his toiling 
fellows, that will help to cheer them on to higher 
aims and nov!er deeds. 

Our .oet first commenced to work 1n a quarry, 
but paseed from this to the railway, and is at 
present but an humole son of toil, worsing with 
:ick and shovel on the Glasgow & BSouth- 
western line, and living with his pa- 
rents in the 
Le was born. After reading most of the En- 
viish classics, and making himself well acquaini- 
ed with modern literature, ‘*Surfaceman” (this 
was Low his occupation, and is the nom de plume 
under which he writes) took a fancy to learn 
Freuch, for the sake of being able to read cele- 
i_rated productions by foreign authors in their 
Mastering this, he passed on to 
German, Italian, ana Spanish, in succession,— 
learning them ail to the perfection required to 
enable him to read their books. This in itseli 
was no ordinary achievement, considering the 
disadvantages he had to contend agaiost; and, 
when allied to the ability of speaking to the 
world from the broad level of humanity, is cer- 
tainly worthy of our love and admiration. 

* Surfaceman” began very early to string his 
fancies intorhbyme; but it was not till he be- 
came a contributor to the People’s Friend that 
he came under my notice. Since tuen I have 
often enjoved the beauty of his though:s, and 
been charmed by the puricy of bis teachiogs. 
flis readers have had the finer feel- 
ings of their nature drawn out by his 
poems of the affections and, have also had their 
risible faculties touched by his exquisite humor. 
He often writes with great pathos and tender- 
pees, but most of his poems are of a cheering 
nature, euch as his * Song of Labor,” which 
commences thus : 

Let us sing, my toiling brothers, with our rough, rude 
voices, a 80Dg 

That sbaill live, nor to us, in the after-ages, wrong, 

Bui forever throb und whisper strength to nerve our 
feliowkind, 

As they ag ful our footsteps and the space we leave 
behind, 

What though hand and form be rugged, better then 
for lavor’s mart ; 

I have never heard that Nature changed the color of 
the heart. 

The God above hath made us one in flesh and blood 
with Kings, 

But the lower use is ours, and all the force of rougher 


things. 
Then, my Lrothers, sing to Labor, as the sun-browned 


giant stands, 

Like an atin, witu the world speaking in his mighty 
hands, 

Brawny-armed, and broad, and swarthy, keeping in 
wiih shout and groan, 

In the arch of life, the keystone, that the world may 
thuuder on. 

The foregoing is a piece which, I am certain, 
neither Tennyson bor Longfellow would feel 
ashamed of. As bas been said, ‘* It is a poem 
bo one can read through without being conscious 
that a gepuine poet penned the lines ; and thac 
a fine spirit, that might yet be touched to finer 
issues, of which tbis was but the half-fulfilled 
promise, was aciually singing, all unconscious of 
bis powers.” t 

It there is a poet living who can sing of the 
throbbing im; ulses of this inquiring age, and 
who is likely to chant & pean over our victories a8 
displayed in the t:iumps of Science in this event- 
ful esa of the world’s history, that poet is ** Sur- 
faceman.” Indeed, that mighty monster, the 
steam-engine, seldom flares along our view with- 
out reminding us of Lis address to his fellow- 
workmen : 

Arm to arm, and let the metals into proper range be 
thrown ; 
Let us shape the iron pathway for the monster coming 


on ; 

Make his footing sure and steady, fitting for a thing 
like him 

Rolling out his seven-leagued paces smoother than a 
bird can skim, 

Drawing city unto city, filnging, with his grasp of 


Btee), 

Nations ge and method, till his muscles shake 
and ° 

O what strengh shall be his portion in the coming 
reach of time, 

When his sinews swell and ripen into firm and perfect 


prime, 

He shall te the untied monster that, like Gulliver, 
shal! lead 

Busy peoples to each other, only with an iron thread. 

Tbere is a hearty earnestners about ** Sui face- 
man’s” poetry which at ouce engages the read- 
er’s attention, and keeps bim epell-bound tii] he 
reaches the end ofthe poem. If thi 
taken as a mark of merit, he rises above a good 
many of our modern poets of some of whose pro- 
ductions it is necessary to read page after page 
before we can feel in the least interested. 

As will be seen from the pieces which have al- 
readv been quoted, his poems have,in many 
cases, been colored by the vature of bis calling. 
Tobie bas been the case in every age and amoung 
ail nations, from the time of him who sang 
‘* the tale of Troy divine.” down to the present 
day, and eo it should be. Before the poet can have 
an effect on the world, the world must first have 
an effect on the poet. How else could any age 
or people produce a man who will speak forth 
earnestly aud melodiously what the heart of it 
means? This, I suppose, is the reason why 
Carlyle thinks there ought to be literary men 
poor, so that they may know from experience 
what it really wto lve by the sweat of their 


brow. 
It would be an injustice to pass over witbout 
comment ‘* Surfaceman's"’ poems, written in the 
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aceful little viliage whereio.

OBSOLETE STATUTES. 


Laws Connecticut People Mave Fors 
- gotten. 
here are a number of laws in statute- 
books of all the old States which ieeens never 
Sostieeh. the Teens — still existing in Con- 
vecticu e ord Jost discourses pleasa 
as follows: “rid 
** While very excellent as viewed from a purely 
religious standpoint, and doubtless meeting at 
the time of their enactment the views of a rc) 
majority of the citizens of the Stave, any at- 
tempt to enforce them in this generation would 
be laughed to scorn. Whether we are more wick- 
ed or only a little wiser and a litile more liberal 
than our forefathers, are points on which these 
wil! be found a wide diversity of opinion. Few 
are aware that a person taking a ride for recrea- 
tion ov the Sabbath day, witb his family or oth- 
erwise, becomes liable to arrest and fine, yet 
such isthe law. Sec. 1 of Title 61 reads:

“If this law should be enforced according to its 
strict letter, 1t would throng the station-house 
every Sunday with worthy citizens of Hartford 
who had started for a quiet afternoon drive to 
Wethersfield, East Hartford, or any of the ad- 
joining Villages or towns. And further than 
this, if the team should be a hired one, the per- 
son letting the same for travel other (to quote 
the words of the law) than from *‘ necessity or 
mercy,’ would be labile, under Sec. 10 of Title 
02, to a fine of $20. But the officer who would 
attempt to prosecute under this law would be 
very apt to get a coat of tar and feathers for his 
trouble, even im the good, law-abiding State of 
Conaecticut. 

‘*We now come to another singular law,as found 
in Sec. 199, Chap. 10, Title 12, of the Kevised 
Statutes, as follows: 


imprisonment in acommon jail, one 
year, and may also be bound to his good behavior at 
the discretion of the court.’ 

** Blasphemy was made a capital offense in the 
code of 1642, and remained so uctil the revision 
of 1784, when the —_ was changed to whip- 
ping on the naked body, not exceeding forty 
stripes, and sitting in the pillory one bour. In 
the revision of 1821, the present provisions were 
enacted. Webster defines ‘blasphemer’ in 
‘nese words: ‘To speak of the Supreme Being 
in terms of impious irreverence; to revile or 
speak reproachfuliy of God, Christ, or the Holy 
Srint.’ Now the question very naturally arises 
whether, under a strict construction of the 
statute, any person speaking disdainfully of the 
Trinity (from the fact that they deny it) could 
not be prosecuted! However, although simiiar 
laws will be found on the statute-books of sev- 
eral of the States, and near'y all of these in New 
England, prosecutious Lave been of very rare oc- 
currence, and for many years past nove bave 
veen heard of. 

* At the time of the adoption of the State Con- 
stitution, ite authors seemed to have quite as 
strong @ feeling as tae eariy setilers in favor of 
the support of tbe Gospel, and took good care 
to provide legaily for coutributions \ereto from 
all persons who were received into cuurch mem- 
bership. Aod at that time, not to be a cbhurch- 
member was nearly equivaleut to being beyoud 
the pale of society. 

* The following is an extract on this point from 
Art. Vil. of the Constitution : 

“ And each and every society or denomination of 
Christians, in this State, shall have and enjoy the same 
and equai powers, rights, and privilegee; end shall 
have power and autloriiy to support and maintain the 
ministers and teachers of their respective d«nomina- 
tions, and to build and repair their houses for public 
worship, by a tax on the members of any such society 
only, to be laid by a major vote of the legal voters as- 
sembled at any society meeting, warned and held ac- 
cording to law or in any other manner. 

** A very wise and jus: deci~ion as to the force 
of this article on religion is that the i 
cannot divide an ancient, local, or territorial 
ecclesiastical society into two or more such 
societies, nor divide the fuud owned bv such 
ancient society, and assign a portion of it toa 
pew society. This was the ruling in the 
case of the Second Ecclesiastical Society versus 
the First Ecclesiastical Society of Portland. - 

** Sec. 10, of Chav. 4, Title 7, of the statutes, 
provides that this tax sha!l be Jaid on the mem- 
bers according to the assessment or ‘graod 
list’ last made out accordi::g to law, or accord- 
ing to tbe next legal list, and shall payable 
within one year. It is further provided that 
raie-bills shall be made out against the mem- 
bers of the Committee of the society who sha!! 
apply to a Justice of the Peace of the county for 
a warrant directed to the collectors appointed to . 
collect the tax, authorizing them to levy and 
collect the same. Under this law, if, at a meet- 
ing of the members of the Pearl Street 
Chureb, it should be decided to 
$50,000 in the improvement of the chureb edi- 
fice, an asseasmen: based oa the grand list could 
be made on the property of the members 
of the society, and they could be compelled to 
pay the amount assessed. Resignation of 
membership after the vote had been passed 
would not free a member from this obligation, if 
opposed to such expenditure, be baving been a 
member of the society at the time of the pas- 
sage of said vote, and therefore mutually in- 
volved with the other members. It is not known 
that any funds have been raised under this law 
for the past fifty years or more, as there is little 
difficulty in securing voluntary contributions. 
But if the majority of the members of any 
chureh o ization choose to take advantage of 
its provisions, they have full legal authority to 
doso. The injustice of this constitu pro- 
vision is that no person can become a 
of any ecclesiastical orgamzation without, in 
fact, submitting his enti:e property to tax by a 
majority vote of the members the:eof, for use 
for church purposes.”

‘THE PRESBYTERIANS. 
MORNING SESSION. 

The Synod of Northeru Lilinois resumed its 
session at the First Presbyterian Church, corner 
of Indiana avenue and Twenty first stree', ves- 
terday morning, the Molerator (the Rev. Mr. 
Wilson)in the chair. The attendance of Pres- 
byters was much larger than Friday. 

On motion of the Rev. Mr. Walker, the action 
fixing tne piace of the next meeting at Joliet 
was reconsidered, it being stated that the Me‘ho- 
dists would hold their Confereuce at Joliet at 
the time the Synod would hold its sessions, aud 
that 700 ministers and elders would be apt to 
“eat the town up.” 

After some discussion, Freeport was selected. 

MINISTERIAL SUPPORT. 
The Committee on Sustentation and Ministe- 


rial Relief submitted their report. 


They desired to call attention to the underly- 
ing principles of susten‘ation. First, the indi- 
vidual congregation was bound to contrioute, if 
gossible, an adequate support for its owa pas- 
ior; and second, the whole Church was under 
obligation to support those who gave themselves 
wholly to the tork of the ministry, and there- 
fore to supply that which might be lacking ina 
oarticular congregation. The unity of the 
Church tanght that each minister belonged to 
the whole Church, to which he was responsible 
for his work, and fiom which he might justly 
expect his support. 

They recommended: First, that the Synod 
arge the Presbyteries to follow closely the direc- 
ions of the last Assembly in reference to the 
work of éustentation, and especially to require 
Lome Mission churches to go under the plan of 
sustentation as soon as they are able; second, 
frequent and liberai offerings to the work; and, 
ihird, that hereafter the Svnod’s Committee on 
justentatiop be uaited with that on Home Mis- 
nons. 

If adequate salaries were paid, misforture 
sside, the ministry would almost uniformly pro- 
ride for themselves. If this were gained, they 
sould more largely avail themseives of the 
penefit of life insurance. With present salaries, 
ibis would be mvre general’y done if the last 
Assembly hai not indefinitely postponed a 

an of iife imsurance that bad, in 

essential features, for vears been suc- 
vessfully practiced in some evangelical churches 
wd amoug various societies and trades, an 


“  nyolved the sacrifice of no conscientious prin-

nple, bus simply the mutual agreement of 
brethren in wose honor sad integrity they ought 
to have unbounded confidences. 
Only 47 out of the 146 churches had reported 
any convtributiona. 
collections for the year were $4,189 ; 
drawn out, $4,660 ; balance against the Synod, 
$471. These figures told a story of neglect, or 
lack of interest. 
The instaliments unpaid were $18,000; in- 
stallments promised, $4,000; applications on 
. . To meet the present demands 


In view of these statements, the Committee 
recommended: First, That the Presbyteries 
urge upon all the churches to remember this 
cause in their benefactions, and especia'ly \o en- 
Geavor to bring churches heretofore delinquent 
to prize and improve the privilege of sendiug an 
offering that should be a “ sacrifice, acceptable, 
well-pieasing to God.” 

On motion, that portion of tbe report relating 
to life insurance was stricken out, the indorse- 
ment of any pian being objected to. 

. The report was then adopted. 
HOME MISSIONS. 

The Rev. M. Sickles, from the Committee on 
Home Mivsions; reported that $573 had been 
contiibuted for the freedmen, a falling off of 
@180—only forty churches having made contri- 
butions. 

The report was recommitted, with instruo- 
fions to submit a recommendation. 

PROF. SWING. 

The Judicial Committee rerorted the com- 
plaint of L. J. Halsey, E. J. Burreli, and others, 
against the Chicago Presbytery for erasing the 
name of David Swing from their roll, recom- 
= that the complaint be made the first 

order of the day for the afternoon session. 

The report was accepted and adopted. 

THE FBEEDMEN. 

The Rev. Mr. Sickles offered the following. 
which was adopted :

Mr. Griffin contended that it was time that the 
Christian ministry took a place and did some- 
thing with reference to the great evil. 

Mr. J. V. Farwell deprecated denominational- 
ism. He was a Methodist-Presbyterian Chris- 
tian (laughter), and desired that, in every good 
work, ali denominations—all orthodox Christians 
—should be thoroughly united. Intemperance 
wae one of the deviis in the world, and, 
if all the churches could come together and 
unite in casting him out, it would bean excellent 
thing. 

After some more discussion the resolutions 
were adopted, 

The Hon. Joha V. Farwell and the Rev. Ab- 
bott E. Kittredge were selected to represent the 
Synod in the Alliance. 

REFORMATION FOR DRUNKARDS. 

The Rev. A. LK. Kittiedge pi eseuted the follow- 
ing: 

Wuerras, Maj. J. H. Cole, of Chicago (a gentle- 
man with whom most of us are persunilly acqinted, 
and with whose zeaious and effective labors in various 
departments of Christian work we are familiar), has 
been solicited to make the establishment and manage- 
ment in Chicago of a reformatory for drunkard, a 
special object of his work,—such institution to be 
supported by yoluntary contributions, and to be con- 
du*ted upon the principle and belief tuat in the power 
of Christ to cleanse from sin lies the only sure Lope 
for the drunkard, either in this world or that to come, 
Resolved, That we do beartily, as individuals and as 
a Svnod, second such solicitations, believing the evil 
against which the proposed effort is directed 1s one of 
the test which to-day, im this country, threatens 
the moral well-being of society ; and we pledge our- 
selves, in case such undertaking is commenced, ear- 
nestly to commendthe same to public sympathy and 
support, 

Some discussion ensued, Mr. Cole being 
strongly indo:sed, and the statement made that 
the proposed reformatory would pot contlict with 
the Washingtonian Home, it was urged thatthe 
Church should wake up toa realization of two 
things : the power of praver on behalf of drunk- 
ards, and that nothing but the power that could 
change the Ecvhiopian’s skin ani the leopard’s 
spots could rescue d:unkards; if they dil realize 
thie, a work might be done among ivebriates 
which bad never been before accomplishe. 1. 
The rea lution was then unanimously ad opted. 
At the -ngeestion of Dr. Kitrredze. tive m.nutes 
were spentin praver tor God's blessing upun 
the Temperance Alliance aud the Home to be 
founded. 
THE SWING CASE. 
Dr. Curtis moved that the first order of the 
day Monday afternoon be to hear the report of 
the Judicial Committee on the appeal of Prof. 
Patton. 
The Synod then took a recess. 
AFTERNOON SESSION, 
Upon reassemoling (the atten iance being the 
largest yet), the Moderator reminded the Synod 
that it was about to enter upon the considera- 
tion of judicial business, enjoiniug uvon 
the members to regard their high char- 
acter as judges of a court of Jesus 
Uhrist, and the solemn duty in which 
they were about toact. The matter was more 
than a mere formality, and he hoped they wou!d 
observe the rule in tae spirit, and that order and 
deccrum would characterize their deliberations. 
After prayer, the special order, 
THE COMPLAINT OF DR. HALSEY 
and others agaiust the Chicago Presvytery, was 
taken up. 
The complainants, after giving a summary of 
the proceedings leading to, and terminating in, 
the erasure of the name of ?rof. Swing from 
the roll, stated that veither the spirit nor 
the letter of the form of government or 
Book of Discipline sanctioned or reeognized 
such a method of severing tbe relation, and ter- 
minating the accourtability of a muuvister of the 
Presbytery of which he was a memoer. Only 
two methods were provide! for so doiug: In the 
case of a member,by alsmission, to enter anoth- 
er local church, or by excommuuication; and, in 
the case of a winister by dismission, to euter a 
co-ordinate body, or by dismission. 
The letter of the bovk contemplated only the 
dismission of a miniséerin unimpeachable stand- 
ing to a sister Piesbytery, and that only in the 
eveut of an authorized call from some church 
under its care, But its epirit, and 
the practice of Presbyteries sanctioued by the 
bighber courts, allowed the dismission, on re- 
quest, of a ministerin such staudiug, to a cor- 
responding body in another evangelical church. 
Aud even where a member, claiming to have 
changed his views on poiota which differen- 
tiated the Presbvterian Church from other 
evangelical churches, had been received into 
one of them without baving applied for or re- 
ceived dismissionary credeutials, some General 
Assembiies had allowed the erasure of the name 
from the roli; but even then only if, up to the 
time of his departure, he had been in good 
standing. 
In certain cases, when a minister, without re- 
ceiving a diswission from his Presbytery, leit 
the Presbytery and abandoned the ministry of 
the Presbyterian Church, it was decided that the 
Presbytery should simpiy erase the name from 
the roil, ** provided be left the church without 
being chargeable with anv fundamental error in 
doctrine or immorality of life.” 
Mr. Swing havingy been charged with errors 
which the complainants deemed fundamentai, 
and the case being still undecided, the Presby- 
tery was by this decision precluded from erasing 
Lis name. 
The Assembly of 1830 resolved that— 
When a minister, otherwise in good standing, gives 
notice in form to the Presbytery to which he beiongs 
tbat he renounces the fellowship of the Presbyte:i.n 
Church, or by neglecting to attend the meeting of its 
judicatories after being aealt with for such neglect, 
gives evidence that he has done so in fact, his name 
ought to be struck from the roil, and notice of this 
procedure communicated to the disowned member, 
and, if necessary, published tothe Church, The con- 
gregation under the care of such minister ought to be 
heid as still under the care of the Presbytery, unless 
they give evidence that tney also have withdrawa; in 
that case their name also ought to be stru:k from the 
list of congregations belonging to the Presbytery. 

Mr. Swing was not in good standing when the 
action complained of was taken; vor lad the 
Presbytery dealt with bim for his vegiect as re- 
quired to do before erasing his name, even if he 
bad been in good standing ; nor did the Preeby- 
tery, in its baste, allow itse!f a reasonable time 
to initiate such dealing with Mr. Swing before 
proceedi.ig to the extreme measure of disowuing 
him, though with a benediction. 

ANOTHER REASON : 
offered in suvport of the complaint was, that the 
action complained of had the appearance of an 
attempt to prevent the legitimate exercise of 
discipline, inasmuch as Mr. Swing was under 
charges, the case still pending on an appea! to 
the Synod from the Presbytery. Toat Mr. Swing 
expected (vhough without good reason) that his 
withdrawal would prevent the Synod from near 
ing the appeal of the prosecuior seemed to the 
complainants to be suggested by the tenor of his 
letters to the Presbytery. 

They further complained because the majority 
of the Presvytery. having thus attempted to re- 
lease Mr. Swing from ali ecclesiastical jurisdic- 
tion, aud alev sent after himin his “erratic 
career” assurances of their uvimpaired con- 
fidence, neglected to take measures for thle 
safety and weil-being of one of the churches uao- 
der its care.aud vitally implicated in the case (the 
Fourth Church). They omitied to require Mr. 
Swing to return the uuacceptedcail tiom said 
church, and to cease to perform the functions of 
pastor therein since he had disowned the author- 

ty of the Presbyterv. 

In these omissions, andin the incautious ex- 
pressions of unimpaired confidence on its part, 
the Presbytery, it was tbe belief of thecomp.ain- 
anis, became chargeable with a grave fault, likely 
to work disaster to the church. 

While an imperative sense of duty impelled 
the complainants to arraign the Presbytery at 
the bar, and while they earnestly desired, and 
and confidently expected, the Synod to condemn 
reverse the action, they would not have the 
Synod attribute the error, serious and hurtful as 
complainants deemed it, to anything else thau a 
misguided judgment.

Mr. McLeod announced that the complainants 
had appointed Dr. Halsey, Mr. Faris, and Mr. 
Burrill to represent them. 

MR. HURD 
said, on behalf of the Presbytery, by their ap- 
pointment, he desired to move that the com- 
paint be dismissed, on the ground that ic could 
bot jie against action which was in compliance 
with the instructions of the General Assembly. 

Tine Moderator ruled that the complainants 
should be heard first. 

Dr. Blackburn did not think the Chicago Pres- 
bytery had waived its right to speak only 
through Dr. Hurd, who was delégated to repre- 
sevt it. 

The Moderator asked fora provision or rule 
which authorized the delegation of any body to 
represent the Presbytery. 

. Blackburn, after saying he wished to speak 
at some time, sat down. 

Mr. Noyes wanted to say sonfething which 
Prof. Patton considered improper, and he made 
the point that what Mr. Noyes was about to say 
was out of order. 

The Chair sustained him, and Mr. Noyes sub- 


DR. HALSEY 
then addressed the Synod. He said he sppeared

before them as one of three to the com- 
piaint, the reasons for which oe ton fully 
stated in the complaint itself. The erasure of 
Prof, Swine's name was coutrary to the consti- 
tution of the church, and iajurious to the in- 


teresta of religion. It was contravening the | 
constitution of the church for a member of a 
Presbytery to withdraw and declare himself | 


independent, because it was oontrary to bis 
ordination vows; and for Prof. Swing to do so 
was, to say tne least, an act of insubordination 
to the authority which was over him in the Lord 
by bis covenant vows. The ministerial relation 
was a permanent one; it was dissolved only by 
death, lastiag for life on good behavior. The 
only provision made for leaving the ministry was 
dismission to some co-ordinate body or deposi- 
tion after trial. These being the only ways pointed 
out, all other modes were ipso facto excluded. 
By erasing Prof. Swing's name the Presbytery 
gave validity to his leaving, they became par- 
takers with him, and were responsible for break- 
ing the law. Did they not owe something to 
their church ? Were they bound to go with him’ 
in his erratic vourse, to follow him out of the 
church by in any way ratifying or indorsing his 
course ? Had they not done so by erasing his 
name? Did they ask what the Presb: tery 
should have done? His answer would be, 
“Nothing.” ‘They were not bound to do 
anyibing. It would have been more iu 
accordance with the government of the church 
either to refuse to do anything, or else refer the 
case, and await the judgment of the Synod. The 
speaker then read from the digest to show that 
there was no authoritative precedent for the 
measure, and to prove that it was in conflic: wita 
the statute law of the Church. Io conclusion he 
urged the S:nod to remain true to the law, and 
to reverse the decision—not to establish such a 
precedent, and thug open the road for the intro- 
duction of doctrinal errors. [Appla.use.] 

Mr. Faris said the ground hai beeo so fully 
covered by Dr. Halsey that it was neeJlesas to 
make any further remarks. He, therefore, 
waived bs right to speak, except by way of 
repi.ca'ion. 

M-. Burrell remarked that, in the language of 
fhe Alliance, there was “light all a:ouad,” and 
he had not a word to say. 

Mr. Hurd desired the ruling of the Moderator 
ov the rights of complainants to reply after the 
Presbpyte y hail been heard. 

The Moderator said there was nothing in the 
book which looked toward a reply by acom- 
plainant or defendant. There was oaly one de- 
cision upon the point, and in the absences of 
posirive law there should be no reply unless with 
consent of tae house, 

Mr. Hurd desired another ruling as to tne 
privilege of other members of the Presbytery 
repiving. 

The slolerator héld that, by ap»ointing a rep- 
resentative, they had waived their rigut to be 
heard individually. 

Mr. Hurd then asked that the argument be | 
postpoved until next week, as he desired to 
consult with the members of the Presbyter., and 
to examine the complaint, which he bad not had 
au opportunity to do. 

Prof. Patton wished to know if the Presby tery 
of Chicago had a right to vote oa the motion. 

Mr. Hurd replied tbat tbe Presbytery did not 
desire to vote, and would not. 

Oa motion, further argument was deferred 
until 9:40 o'clock Monday morning. 

EDUCATION. 

The Committee on Education then submitted 
their report: 

They regretted that the Presbyterians had not 
within the limits of the Synod or of the State 
a literary institution which ihey couid call their 
own, at which the young men of the Church could 
get a thorough classicai liierary and scientilic 
education preparaiory to the study at the 
Divinity School. 

The Theologica] Seminary-of the Northwest 
was in & prosperous condition. Its corps of ia- 
strucios had beea en argei during tae vear by 
the founding ofa new professorship—Cn istiap 
Evidences and Ethics, tu the Chair of which the 
Rev. R. W. Patteison had been elected and was 
now discharging its duties. The Seminary was 
greatly in need of funds for a new building. and 
vo defray current expenses, aud it was hoped the 
churchss would respond liberally to the applica- 
tioas of the agent to meet tiis pecuniary ne- 
cessity. lf uhere wae a first-class literary institu- 
tion in connection with the Seminary the Com- 
mitteo believed it would have many more stu- 
dents than now. In «ll other denominations the 
two schools existed togetaer. 

The Board aided in che education of ten young 
men for the ministry, four of whom were recom- 
mended oy the Presbyierv of Chicago, two by 
Otiawa, and four by Rock River. The amount 
ex; ended on their accouut was $1,230, the con- 
tributions tothe fund being #1,219.19. The 
number of churches which coutrivuted was 122,— 
38 in Chicago, 34 in Freeport, 25 in Ottawa, and 
25 in Rock River Presbytery. 

Several] thousand dollars of debt remained on 


the Board, despite ali efforts to cancel it; $25,- 
000 was needed at once for students commencing | 
their studies, and another $25,000 each alternate 
month till the end of the current vear. 

The Committee recommended for adoption the 
following resolutions : 

Resolved, That the Synod keep in view the need of a 
higher institution of learning as instrumentai in the 
preparation of young men for the Gospel ministry. 

Resolved, That the Theological Seminary of the 
Northwest be commended to the churches for liberal 
contributions, 

Resolved, That pastors and stated supplies preach 
upon the demands of the E jucational Board, and take 
up a collection ; that no church, if posetbie, faii to re- 
spond to this c.use, 

Resolved, That sessions of the churches be instruct - 
ed by pastors and stated supplies as to their duties 
under the rule: *‘ No cand:date will be received by | 
the Board whe has not been recommended to the 
Presbytery by the session of the church of which he is | 
amember. . . . The recommendation of each | 
candidate must be renewed annually by the Presby- 
tery. . . . in connection with one from the ses- 
sion of the church of which he is a member.” 

The report was accepted, and the resolutions 
adopted. 

The Synod then adjourned until 9 o’clock Mon- 
day moruing.

MICHIGAN UNIVERSITY. 
Alleged Uniawtul interference by the 
Police wita the Cellege Sports, 
Special Disnatch to The Chicaoe Tribune. 

Ann Arsor, Mich., October 17.—Last evening, 
between 8 and 9 o'clock, the Freshmen and 
Sopbomore classes met, according to a previous 
agreement, upon the college grounds, to engage 
in some mutually amicable and athletic contests 
which are not included by the University Facul- 
ty inthe general term of hazing. While thus 
occupied, the police force of the city arrested 
without any warning, two young men who were 
wrestiing apart from the others, and started 
off with them. The fact becoming quickly known 
to the remain ler of the two classes, the officers 
were followed by the crowd, and at the north- 
western entrance to the grounds efforts were 
made to stop them. The policemen attempted 
to force their way through the mass, whereupon 
a short riot ensued, during which several 
students were clubbed, two severely, 
one officer received an ugly wouna in 
the back of the head from a 
stone thrown either by a student or 
a town boy, and one of the prisoners made his 
escape. The other was handcuffed, taken to the 
police station, fined, and discharged. Tne Fresh- 


men class to-day held an indignation meeticeg, 
denouncing the action of the policemen as an 
outrage upon the grounds ; that they and their 
friends were quietiy enjoying themselves ; that 
they are allowed by the University and the 
civil eatiphities to be out unt Il 
o'clock at/ night, whereas the arrests were 
made before 9, and that they had a rigilt to thus 
take exercise upon the college gronnds. 

A committee was appointed to commence legal 
proceedings against the policemen. The Sopho- 
more class will take similar action. The sym- 
pathy of thecitizensaad of the Faculty is de- 
cidedly with the students. 

There are rumors that 
are liable to occur to-night, bu: it is scarcely 
probable that the young men will injure their 
case by any such unwise proceedings as engag- 
lug in them.

LOUISIANA. 


White Leaguers Propose to Divide the 
Political Spoils with Ticir Colored 
Neighbors. 

FRANKLIN, La., Oct. 17.—At the Parish Nom i- 
nating Convention of the White League of St. 
Mary, held here to-day, the following preamble 
and resolutions were unanimously adopted: 


We, the White League of the Parish of St. Mary, in 
Convention assembied, do hereby declare that we rec- 
ognize fully and freely all the political and civil rights 
of the colored people. In order to give them a conclu.- 
sive guarantee of our good faith in this recognition,
